After the jury left the 
room but few people lingered. No one ex- 
“pected a verdict within twenty-four hours. 
Attorneys Wing and Donahoe went to their 
offices. Mr. Bottum went to lunch. Judge 
Tuthill went to the Union League club, leav- 
ing word that he would be ready for the 
verdict at any hour of the day or night. 

When the jury reached their room Officers 
Wilson, Pugh, and O’Connor went on guard.

With 
quiet insistence the crowd édged up until no 
place was clear but the jury box and Judge's 


bailiff, pushed through the crowd. Even his 
seat had been taken and the man who had it 
grumbled at being turned out. There was a 
startled took about Coughlin. He was pale, 
but it seamed to be from excitement, not fear. 
Mr. Bottuin’s seat was Vacant; Kickham Scan- 
lan, it was said,*had gone to New Orleans on 
the 1 o'clock train. Neither Mr. Wing nor 
Mr. Donahoe ,was in court, but Attorney 
David, Mr. Donahoe’s partner, bustled around 
anxiously in his chief's absence. 


Judge and Jury Arrive and Do Their Part. 


Three sharp blows from Clerk Melvin’s 
gavel announced that Judge Tuthiil had taken 
his seat. His entrance was well-nigh unno- 
ticed, for all eyes were centered on the door. 
There was another scuffle, another surge of 
the crowd, a murmur of voices, and the jury 
filed in. A thousand eyes scanned their faces 
for a sign, and found none. A deep silence 
fell upon the waiting crowd as the men took 
their seats. Coughlin bent forward with his 
hands on his knees. — 

“Will your Honor wait for the defendant's 
attorneys?’’ asked Mr. David. But his voice 
appeared not to reach the Judge. With signs 
of nervousness, Judge Tuthill asked quietly : 

“Have you agreed upon your verdict, gen- 
tlemen?” . 

Generally it is the foreman who replies to 
the Judge’s question, but this time it was 
Juror Lusk who answered quickly, ** We 
have,”’ 

** Pass your verdict to the clerk,” said the 
Judge. Melvin took the paper. The clerk 
is favored with an expressive face, and as he 
opened the blue sheet a light spread over his 
face, and those who watched knew its mes- 
sage before he voiced the words: *‘ We, the 
jury, find the defendant, Daniel Coughlin, 
not guilty.”’ | 

How the Verdict Was Received. 


While a man might count ten there was 
absolute silence in the court-room. Thena 
bailiff reached forward and shook hands with 
Coughlin. That broke the spell, and a wild 
cheer went up. Another followed it, and an- 
other, and another. Men climbed on chairs, 


invaded the jury‘Sbox, patted Coughlin on the 
back, tried toshake hands with the Judge, 
cheered, langhed. _ 

Judge Tuthill appeared to feel, that some- 
thing ought to be done,.and issued imperative 
orders to the bailiffs to arrest everybody in 
the room. This was rather a large order, so 
the bailiffs didn’t do anything at all. Then 
the Judge reached over“and, seizing the gavel, 
performed a long solo with it. The accus- 
tomed sound brought comparative quiet to 
the crowd. It would not sit down, but it list- 
ened while the Judge, turning to the jurors, 
said: 

‘*T want to thank you, gentleinen, for all 
you have done here during these long months. 
I have now only to dismiss you, and to hope 
that you will find youf families in good 
health. Thank you, and good-by.”’ 

Coughlin had taken the news quietly. As 
the words ‘not guilty’’ passed the clerk’s 
lips a flash of color flew to ‘his face, only to 
leave it more pale than before. He sat pale 
and trembling, watching the Judge as if un- 
able to appreciate what was before him. As 
Judge Tuthill finished speaking he recovered 
somewhat, and pressing through the crowd 
shook hands earnestly with all the jurors. 

Kunze Congratulates Weinberger.

The shouter was ignominiously kicked 
off by a bailiff and landed in the waste paper 
basket. But his cry had been heard and a 
thousand voices took it up. 

** Now one for Mrs. Coughlin,’ yelled a man 
in the back of the room. And the crowd gave 
that one, too. Then they cheered the Judge, 
who responded by threatening to have every- 
body arrested. Thereupon they cheered the 
perspiring bailiffs. Daniel Coughlin looked 
around once more, raised his hat. and then 
putting his arm around his wife’s waist passed 
into the Judge’s chambers. 

How Mrs, Coughiin Heard the News. 


When the first announcement was made that 
a verdict had been reached Mrs. Coughlin and 
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Frank Bardeen told a tissue of falsehoods on 
the stand, His story was perjury from begin- 
ningtoend. I don’t know just now what I 
shall do in the future. I am something like a 
ship at sea without a rudder.’’ Coughlin 
went up to his cell and got his 
valise and a number. of articles 
of wearing apparel and came back 
into the oftice. Deputy Cierk Tom McMahon 
had arrived with thaorder discharging Cough- 
lin, and Clerk Price said: 

‘*Dan, let me congratulate you. You are 
discharged.’’ The order was from John C, 
Schubert and directed Jailer Morris to dis- 
charge Daniel Coughlin, indictment No. 259, 
murder, from custody. Across the end of the 
pe written, ** Not guilty.” 

Jailer Morris sent out and ordered that a 
carriage be driven around to the alley en- 
trance to the jail yard.. A large crowd had 
gathered on Dearborn avenue and Illinois 
street to see Coughlin leave the jail. The 
majority of those assembled were disap- 
pointed. Dan Coughlin and his wife, who 
was radiantly happy, made their way across

her companion were at Attorney Donahoe’s 
office in the Metropolitan Block. Mr. Dona- 
hoe tried to keep them in ignorance of the 
news, but, although in another room, Mrs. 
Coughlin heard him talking at the telephone. 
He opened the door and said to the two women 
that it was necessary for -him to leave the of- 
tice a few moments and wanted to know if 
they had not better go out shopping. 

‘*No, lam going with you,” replied Mrs. 
Coughlin. 

‘* Well, the jury has agreed,” said Mr. 
Donahoe, “ and. if you go over there you must 
promise me not to make a scene.’”’ She 
promised and the trio started. Mrs. Cough- 
lin was pale and nervous. She asked Mrs. 
Macey to pray for her. As they entered the 
elevator. in the Court-House the crowd sur- 
rounding the door of the court-room began to 
cheer. The sounds frightened Mrs. Coughlin 
and she wept. As they reached the landing 
and walked into the court-room policemen 
cleared a passage for them through the 
crowd. 

What the crowd wanted to see was Daniel 
Coughlin, and when he left the court-room 
the people surged after him. They were kept 
from the Judge’s chamber only by a strong 
guard of police. Meanwhile Coughlin had 
dodged out of the side door, and, escaping the 
crowd, went with his bailiffs to the Sheriff's 
office. His wife, Mrs. Macey. and Coroner Buck. 
ley hid in the boiler-room across the passage 
and sodeluded thecrowd. Again Coughlin 
was able to make his exit withcut attract- 
ing attention, and was on his way to the 
jail before the crowd outside the Court- 
House had finished cheering. He walked 
along arm-in-arm with his ‘wife, smiling 
quietly but saying little. He made one stop, 
and that was to buy a box of cigars, which he 
had wrapped up and put under his arm. 

Somehow or other Coughlin’s father got 
separated from him in the crowd, and, ac- 
companied by McKenna and Foy, reached the 
jail some minutes ahead of the ex-defendant. 
All three were jubilant over the verdict and 
Foy seemed particularly so. 

Coughlin Receives Congratulations. 

It was 5:30 o’clock when Dan Coughlin, 
his wife, and Mrs. Macey entered the jaii, 
When he entered the jailer’s ‘office he was 
overwhelmed with congratulations and hand- 
shaking. Unwrapping the box he carried big 
Dan said: ** Boys, have a smoke on me,” 
thers he passed the cigars around the crowd. 
Perspiration was visible on big Dan’s brow 
and cheeks. He was considerably excited 
and laughed and chatted with his friends at 
random. — |

HOW THE VERDICT WAS REACHED. 


Discussions and Ballots in the Jury-Room 
-Some Warm Worda, 


After the verdict was: announced the topic 
of most absorbing interest was the proceed- 
ings behind the locked doors of the jury-room. 


DAN COUGHLIN’S FATHER, 
“How was the verdict arrived at?” was a 
question asked a million, times. To all in- 
quiries touching this point the jurors returned 
one answer: . 
‘We have tafen a solemn oath not to 
divulge the proceedifigs of the jury-room.”’ 
Nevertheless, the main facts of these secret 

proceedings can be given. The first thing 
done was the election of C. Holsman as fore- 
man. Then the dourt’s instructions to the 
jury were read. Foreman Holsman then 
called for a ballot. It was agreed that the 
first ballot should be taken without discussion. 
The vote stood six for conviction and six for 
acquittal, as follows: 
FOR CONVICTION. 

Woodward, 

Holsman, 

Brooks. 
FOR ACQUITTAL. 

Weinberger, 
Benson, Sharp, 


Wadleigh, Lane. 
Standing six to six the situation resolved it- 


self into a pitched battle of debate. After an 
hour of argument the second ballot was taken 
as follows, Conlon and Brooks going over. to 
the acquittal side:

acquittal. Sharp and Lane were less firm in

Bruce and Weinberger began the argument 
in vigorous style.

The 
man who stood for conviction promptly re- 
sented the slur and forced the man who cast 
it to retract. It was necessary for the others 
to interfere. 


Sympathy for the Family. 


Consideration for the family of the prisoner 
had its effect upon the six who stood fur con- 
viction, and the aggressiveness of the other 
side soon began to have its effect. Conlon 
was the first to change. Then Holsman 
went over, and vith him Brooks and 
Larson. Woodward and Lusk only were left 
for conviction at the third ballot. They were 
the most stubborn and least susceptible to 
influence through the emotions. The wife 
and children did not appeal to them. On the 
question of ** Do you believe Mrs. Foy and 
Bardeen?” Juror Woodward wag won over. 
He was at last convinced that their stories 
were false. The appeal of Juror Wadleigh 
must have had a strong influence on Wood- 
ward also.

WEINBERGER DENIES ALL CHARGES, 


Says He Knew Something Was Wrong 
and Will Investigate Reports. . 

Juror Oscar S. Weinberger said last night 
that the bribery story circulated about him 
some ago was absolutely without the slightest 
foundation. ‘I want to be quoted as saying,” 

she continued, “ that the man or woman who 
started such a yarn lied and I ami prepared to 
make my assertions good. I never knew that 
the story had been printed until I 
came home this evening and my _ wife 
told me about it. I had received an intima- 
tion, however, from my wife that there was 
something wrong somewhere. She said to me, 
‘Do your duty, and when the trial is over 
come straight home. Don’t stop to talk with 
anybody until you see me.’ 

‘‘Tf Bailiff Newland started the story he 
will be called upon to make an explanation as 
to why he did it. A great many queer things 
were said about the jury that must have come 
from somebody who wanted to get 
a little notoriety. I knew when they brought 
up the Patriotic Sons of America and the U. 
O. D. question in my examination that 
Gibbons and Newland and some of 
the. other fellows who feel sore be- 
cause I supported Gilbert for Sheriff would 
have something to say. I used to belong to 
the Patriotic Sons of America as wellas to the 
United Order of Druids, but do not now, 

‘* The report that I was permitted to comg 
home at anytime durmg the trial is also a 
downright lie.” Mr. Weinberger said also 
that he has known Kunze four or five years 
intimately enough to loan him small sums of 
money at various times.

When seen at his home in Garfield avenue 
last night Attorney Bottum said he had little 
to say about the jury, the trial, or the ver- 
dict.

APPARENT DOOM OF LOCAL OPTION, 


Republicans Lack the Votes to Pass the 
Carpenter Bill 

Des Mornes, Ia., March 8.—[Special.]— 
Local option is doomed so-far as this session 
of the Legislature is concerned unless help 
comes from the Democratic members of the 
Senate. That is the manifest result of the 
first! day’s fight on the Carpenter bill in that 
body. The test of strength came upon the 
amendments offered by its enemies. Senator 
Finn posed as executioner of the measure, and 
said he was prepared todo his part towards 
killing the bill at the outset. 

The first real test came on Finn’s amend- 
ment to the amendment offered by Senator 
Rowen. It was to Sec. 4, which provides 
that to call an election to vote on the question 
of permits, a petition must be presented to 
the Board of Supervisors containing the 
signatures of one-third the legal voters of the 
election precinct. Senator Rowen offered 
an amendment to make it one-half the legal 
vot ers. Senator Finn offered an amendment to 
Rowen’s amendment requring the signatures 
of one-half the adult ang of such election 
precinct as shown by the last census, thus 
making it include women. The amendment 
was accepted by Senator Rowen. The friends 
of the measure oppo the amendment for 
the reason that it would, if adopted, have the 
effect of killing the bill. The amendment 
was defeated by a vote of 14 yeas to 19 nays, 
the Democrats refraining from voting. The 
vote in detail was as follows:

The other Senators 
who did not vote are Democrats. Among the 
nineteen Senators who voted against the 
amendment was Senator Jamison, who, al- 
though a member of. the committee which re- 
ported the bill, stated afterward that he 
would not vote for it when it came up for 
passage, but he favored permitting the friends 
of the bill to perfect it. Senator Harmon, 
another member of the committee, cannot be 
depended upon to vote for the bill on its pas- 
sage, as he favors a mulct bill, This re- 
duces the number of the _ supporters 
of the bill to seventeen, as shown 
by _ this vote. However, there is 
one Senator who voted for the amendment, 
who says he probably will vote for the bill, 
finally. He is offset, though, by a Senator who 
voted with the friend of the bill today, but is 
known to be shaky on the question of its pas- 
sage. One other Senator is on the doubtful 
list who voted with the supporters of the bill 
and on the other hand there is a Sena- 
tor who represents a. district where 
a number of saloons’ are running 
without restraint, who voted with the 
Finn party today. He may support the bill 
when the final vote comes. However, there 
seems tobeno certainty in figuring upon 
more than sixteen or seventeen Republican 
votes for the bill inthe Sehate. This will 
leave the bill short nine or ten votes of a ma- 
‘jority. The necessary votes can be had only 
“from the Democrats. “Last night the Demo. 
cratic members held a caucus, in 
which it was determined they should 
take no partin the fight and today did not 
respond to the roll calls, although on any of 
the amendments they could have killed the 
bill outright by casting a few votes with the 
supporters of the Finn amendments. 

It is probable the Dethocrats will offer their 
bill as a substitute for the Carpenter bill early 
tomorrow, It is possible that the Finn con- 
tingent, in order to kill the Carpenter’ bill, 
may vote with the Democrats to substitute 
their bill.

- Toprxa, Kas., March 6.—[Special.]—The 
calling of the State convention by the Fusion- 
Democratic State Central committee for so 
late a date as July 3 means that every pos- 
sible effort is to be made to repeat the pro- 
gram carried out so successfully in 1892 by 
which the nominees of the People’s purty be- 
came also the nominees of the Democratic 
party. Every effort by that wing oi 
the Democratic party which is in 
favor of preserving the party organ- 
ization intact to have an early convention 
that would make nominations of Democrats 
without reference to the Populists, was un- 
availing. The date of the People’s party 
State convention has not yet been announced, 
but it is certain that it will be held early. in 
June, probably four weeks prior to the date 
fixed for the Democratic convention. This 
will give the fusionists of both parties an op- 
portunity to pack the Populist convention 
and secure the nomination of candidates as 
straight Populists who will be acceptable to 
the Demucrats. 

There is no doubt that Gov. Lewelling will, 
ina short time, announce that he is nota 
candidate for a renomination. Such a deciar- 
ation will certainly be made by him if he can 
have assurances that he will be tendered the 
caucus nomination for United States Senator. 
The fusionists will then unite upon one of 
two men, either of whom will be acceptable 
to a majority of Democrats, to head the tick- 
et. These are ex-Gov. Charles Robinson, who 
was the Democratic candidate in 1890, and 
| ea Harris, Congressman-at-large. 
Robinson still lays some claim to being a Dem. 
ocrat, although he has in his writings and 
speeches indorsed all of the principles laid 
down in the platform of the People’s party. 
Harrison is an ex-Democrat and in Congress 
he has never failed to abide by the decision 
of the Democratic caucus. Unlike the average 
Populist he has made a success in his busi- 
ness ventures and is personally popular among 
all classes. He was a Colonel in the Confed- 
erate army and served all through the war. 
In Congress he has kept in the back- 
ground, and has made so small a record that 
he will have little to defend. With Lewellmg 
out of the way it is reasonably certain that 
either Robinson or Harris will be the Popu- 
list nominee, 

Of course the middle-of-the-road Populists, 
headed by Mary E. Lease, will oppose this 
program. Itis likely that a large majority 
of the rank and file of the People’s party is 
opposed to anything that savors of fusion 
with the Democrats, but the politicians who 
are ¢killed in manipulating conventions are 
arrayed against the body of the party, and 
doubtless will be in the majority in the con- 
vention. 

The stalwart Demoérats will be reinforced 
in their opposition to fusion in the conven- 
tion by many Democrats who were affiliated 
with the fusionists in 1890. They will obey 
the call for a State convention made by the 
fusionists in good faith and will endeavor to 
secure the nominatien of a straight ticket. If 
they are defeated in this they will at once call 
another convention and place in nomination 
for State offices men whose Democracy is un- 
questioned. This tine of policy has been 
mapped .out by the leaders and a meet- 
ing of the committee will be held 
Mareh 20 to indorse it formally and 
issue a proclamation defining their positions 
explicitly. Should the fusionists succeed in 
capturing the Populist convention, there is 
very apt to be a bolt, and possibly another 
convention held which will nominate a mid- 
dle of the road ticket. Mrs. Lease says this 
will be done, and the Advocate, the recog- 
nized organ of the party, has stated in the 
plainest possible terms that if the State con- 
vention is false to its trust a ticket will be 
nominated that will represent the party in 
fact as wellasin name, So it is among the 
possibilities that the opposition to the Repub- 
licans this year will be divided into three 
parts. 

The anaouncement of “Farmer” A. W. 
Smith, who made the race for Governor on 
the Republican ticket two years ago, that he 
will not again be ae candidate insures the 
nomination to exsCongressman E,. N, Morril! 
with practically no opposition. All of the 
other numerous candidates, with a single ex- 
ception, have withdrawn from the fight, their 
object being to give Morrill the vomina- 
tion by-acciamation. George W. Martin of 
Wyandotte County alone opposes Morrill, 
but he is not making a canvass and his 
strength will be purely local. In fact it 
is not likeiy that his name will be presented 
to the convention. For all of the other offices, 
save Attorney-General, however, there are 
enough candidates and tospare. Frank B. 
Dawes of Clay Center is the only aspirant for 
the Attorney-Generalship. The fight for the 
nomination for Congressman-at-large has 
narrowed down to four candidates—George 
L. Donglass of Wichita and Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, Ed P. Greer of 
Winfield, the Rev. Bernard Kelley of Topeka, 
and R. W. Blue of Pleasanton. This quartet 
is evenly matched and the contest will be an 
exciting one. The Republican convention 
will be held early in June and the call will be 
issued some time during the present month,

CHARGED TO LEADERS 


TROY MURDERS OAUSE DENUNOIA- 
TIONS IN THE ASSEMBLY. 


Gov. Flower’s Veto of the Elections Bill 
Brings Forth Stirring Arraignment of 
the Execntive and Those Behind Him 
from Ainsworth—Molloy Promises a 
Rigid Investigation=The Rosses Feared 
ViolencewLansing Can Identify the 
Murderer—Indignation Meeting at Troy. 


Aupayy, N. Y., March 8.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Flower and those at whose door is laid the re- 
sponsibility for the election murder in Troy, 
the home city of United States Senator Mur- 
phy, Tuesday, were arraigned by Messrs. 
Ainsworth and Fish, Republicans, in the As- 
sembly today. Gov. Flower returned to the 
Assembly with his veto the bill passed by the 
Legislature last week providing for non-par- 
tisan boards of election officers in Troy. A 
delegation of prominent Trojans and clergy- 
men wsited on the Governor last week and 
then predicted bloodshed at the election un- 
less the bill became a law. In his veto mes- 
sage today he says that the bill is defective; 
that he isin sympathy with the purposes of 
the measure, and would approve of it after 
the defects are remedied. 

‘* Laws governing the selection of election 
inspectors and regulating their duties need 
strengthening in the interest of honest elec- 
tions,’’ says the Governor. He then calls at- 
tention to the fact that a bill is now pending 
providing for bi-partisan boards of inspectors 
generally throughout the State. The Gov- 
ernor characterizes the Troy bill as a partisan 
measure. 

When the reading of the veto was finished 
Mr. Ainsworth made one of the strongest 
speeches of the session. In opening he said: 

* [ask you where in all the State do you 
find the people coming to the polls with hands 
red with the blood oi their fellow-man to win 
the contest the same as in Troy? The Re- 
publicans did try to have an honest election 
in the City of Troy, but our Governor de- 
layed that matter. A little bird from Wash- 
ington whispered in his ear that Murphy must 
be saved even though blood were spilled;”’ 


Must Have Honest Elections. 


Mr, Ainsworth then read an editorial from 
an Albany paper in which it said: ** We win 
in Troy.”’ Then hecontinued: ** Yes, we win; 
but shame upon the party that delays a meas- 
ure and allows murder to be done. It was for 
an honest election, an honest count, and the 
party which stands in the way of that must be 
trampled itself beneath the feet of the right- 
eous indignation of an avenging people. That 
was the voice which struck disaster to the 
Democracy last fall. My Democratic friends 
have not heard that voice yet. That murder 
in Troy, made possible by the Governor in 
not signing this bill, will be the cause of 
20,000 indignant Democrats arising in wrath 
and saying, *‘ We want honest elections.’ 

** Now, Mr. Speaker, I cannot stand here 
and allow the honest efforts of the Repub- 
lican majority to find an echo in the blue 
ribbon of an executive who sends a criticism 
of that honest effort. John Y. McKane is in 
prison. Yes, but there are people higher 
than he—yes, higher than he—clothed with of- 
ficial powers, that have done worse than he, 
and ought to be keeping company with him 
from cell to mess-room and from mess-room 
to cell. The hand that directed the Governor 
to refrain from signing that bill is as red with 
blood as the hand that pulled the trigger that 
killed the Republican watcher in the City of 
Troy. The man responsible for that out- 
break is more guilty because wiser and more 


just where he has not been influenced anda 
willing tool of some one in political power. 
I stand here to condeinn him for this act.”’ 

Mr. Sulzer (Dem.) defended the veto and 
charged that the Republican and not the Dem- 
ocratic party was the party of fraud. The 
veto was finally tabled. 

Molloy Promises Investigation. 

This afternoon Mayor-elect Francis J. Mol- 
loy of Troy was summoned here by Gov. 
Flower. The Governor directed Mr. Molloy 
to prosecute the investigation into Tuesday’s 
tragedy. Mr. Molloy assured the Governor 
that he would-de so, promising that when the 
Coroner’s jury verdict was rendered it 
would show that other parties than those sus- 

ested are the guilty ones. The Coroner is a 
Murphy man. Jeremiah Cleary, one of the 
men wanted, is still at liberty. 

It was said today that Monday John and 
William Ross. visited Senator Murphy and 
‘told him that they had been threatened with 
bodily injury if they continued in their sup- 
port of Mayor Whelan. They said that heelers 
had declared that they would ‘‘do them up” 
at the polls. Mr. Murphy assured them, it is 
said, that they would not be harmed or mo- 
lestea, but did not promise them police pro- 
tection. , 

0. E. Lansing, who witnessed the killing, 
said that a man came out of the polling place 
and struck Hayner. Robert Ross had been 
knocked down in the scuffle and the assailant 
of Hayner placed the pistol at the neck of the 
prostrate form and fired the shot. Mr. Lan- 
sing says he can positively identify the mur- 
derer. Hayner when arrested said that ** Bat ”’ 
Shea struck him. 


DENOUNCE THE ELECTION CRIME, 


Citizens of Troy Hold Mass Indignation 
Meetings=Murphy Is Arraigned. 
Troy, N. Y., March 8.—[Special.]—A pub- 
lic meeting of citizens to protest against the 
alleged irregularities practiced here on last 


i election day, and to denounce the murder of 


Robert Ross, was held tonight. The Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church was filled to the 
doors, and an overflow meeting was held in 
the Fifth Avenue Baptist Church. Addresses 
were given by the same speakers to the two 
audiences, which numbered more than 5,000 
persons. The Rev. L. M.S. Haynes presided 
ut the main meeting. He said the responsi- 
bility for Ross’ murder rested with the forced 
system of elections prevailing, 

The Rev. Dr. Eben Haliey presented a 
series of resolutions expressing the indigna- 
tion of cjtizens at the crime of Tuesday, urg- 
ing that an honest effort be made to bring the 
guilty parties to speedy justice and denounc- 
ing the despotic powerof one man whose 
reign had debased their citizenship. The 
resolutions further scorned the statement that 
the late election had been more free from 
corruption than others in recent years. 
The resolutions, the speaker said, were 
an indictment not of the City of Troy, 
+ but one man. Edward Murphy Jr., in 
the words of a famous man, would now say of 
the city, ** Troy ?—that’s me.”’ 

Frank G. Black, Republiéan counsel to the 
Senate Special committee, which is investi- 
gating alleged election fraudsin Troy, said 
the outlaw whosped the bullet merely re- 
sponded to the power which controlled him. 

_ ** Does anybody think John P. Kelly, our 

District-Attorney, will do his duty?’ asked 
George B. Wellington. ‘“ We are going to 
have a vigilance committee appointed to go 
to the Governor and ask him for an extra 
term of the Oyer and Terminer Court, with a 
Judge to hold it whom the people can trust, 
We will go te the Attorney-General and ask 
him ‘to help us. And County Clerk Reilly 
will do his duty, for if he does not he will be 
removed,.”’ 

Norman B. Squires moved that the Chair 
appoint a committee to arrange for a perma- 
nent committee of one hundred, to be termed 
a **Committee of Safety.”’ The motion pre- 
vailed and a committee was appointed com- 
posed of many of Troy’s representative citi- 
zens.

WHITES HONOR COLORED PREACHER, 


How Southerners Show Their Appreciation 
of His Kindness to Lapsley. 

Suerrietp, Ala., March 8.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. W. H, Shephard, a colored mission- 
ary, is the center of attraction wherever he 
goes in the State, and the colored people can- 
not get a chance to hear him because they are 
crowded out by_the whites who gather to _lis- 
ten to his words. Three yearsago the Rev. 
Samuel V. Lapsley, a young clergyman, be- 
longing to one of the best families in the State, 
went to the Congo Free State to preach the 
gospel. His firstweports were of progress and 
good health, but in time he became 
ill. The colored missionary, also from 
Alabania, took him in personal charge, and 
nursed him faithfully. “*I may never get 
home again,” wrote the dying missionary, 
‘*but if I do not return remember that while 
Shephard’s skin is black he has as white a 
soul as ever came into being.’’ The next let- 
ter that came was from Shephard, who told of 
his white friend’s death and of .the humble 
burial which was given him. A month ago 
Shephard returned to Alabama on leave of 
absence, and as soon as the facts of 
his care of Mr. lLapsley were made 
known clergymen and churehmen generally 
took him by the hand and insisted that for 
him there was no color line. Last Sunday 
night he occupied the pulpit of the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Tuscaloosa, having for an 
audience the most exclusive people of the 
county. For an hour and a half he told them 
of the situation in the Congo Free State. After 
the sermans he holds levees, where the whites 
crowd each other to secure his recognition. 
It is the first time in the history of the State 
that such attention has been paid to a colored 
man. 


CALEB S. BRAGG DIES ON A TRAIN,

IS CHARGED WITH STEALING DEEDS,

Five in- 
dictments have been returned against 
Jameson, The case grew out of the 
deeding of five tracts of land in the State to 
the government by James T. Elder of What:

emigrants. He had three relatives, ali of 
whom threatened insanity proceedings against 
Elder unless thé land was recovered.

TRY TO BRIBE JURORS 


SERIOUS OHARGES MADE IN BANK 
OASES AT LIMA, 0, 


Ex-Sheriff Hoagland, Ex-President Faurot, 
and H. E. Hall Arrested as Being Im- 
plicated in the Attempted Bribery= 
Trial of Stonewall J. De France Begun 
at Kalamazoc, Mich., for Swindling a 

' Bank by Forged DrafteDemocrats 

Charged with Colonization. 

Lia, O., March 8.--[Special. ]|—There were 
startling developments this afternoon in the 
matter of the indictment of Frank L. Langan, 


ex-cashier of the defunct Lima National Bank. 


Benjamin C., Faurot, ex-President of ‘the 
bank ; ex-Sheriff M. P. Hoagland, and H. E. 
Hall were cited to appear before Judge Richie 
ona charge of contempt of court. M. L. 
Baker, agrand juror, went before the Judge 
and made a sworn statement, which resulted 
in the citation. Attorney J. L. Price was ap- 
pointed to conduct the examination. M. L. 
Baker took the stand today and testified that 
he was a member of the last grand jury, aud 
that pending the investigation of charges 
against Langan he was approached by Hoag- 
land about the 13th of February, after an 
afternoon session. | 

‘**He commenced to talk about Langan,”’ 

he said, ‘and I twld him I did not want to 
hear it, as I was a member of the grand jury. 
He ‘stopped, but after a little said, ‘ Ihave 
$35 ; if you do what is right up there, I'll give 
you $25.’ I inferred he meant the grand jury. 
I told him money would not tempt me to do 
anything except what was right, I then left 
him, and the next night he called ut my home. 
He wanted to know if I would take an agency 
to sell flowers and: shrubbery. I told him 
that I was not well qualified to do such work. 
We started up-town. He stopped in at Hohl’s 
saloon and I wenton. AsI was on my way home 
I found $2 ia my overcoat pocket. They were 
not in my pocket when I left home. Shonen:

let them fallin. I met him afterward and 
returned the money. I met him yesterday 
and he upbraided me for reporting the matter 
to court.”’ 
_ Mrs. Baker testified as to Hoagland’s visit 
to the house. W. Morrison of the Grannan 
detective agency, ‘Cincinnati, testified that 
Hoagland admitted to him in his room at a 
hotel that he had received the money from B. 
C. Faurot. W. B. Richie testified that, Hoag- 
land came to him asa friend and asked him 
to save him, as he had sworn never to divuige 
the identity of the person who gave him the 
money. 

At this point the court asked Hoagland if 
he had anything to say and he asked for 
mercy, as hedid not know the law in the 
case. Judge Richie recited to him the gravity 
of the charge and rebuked in strong language 
the motive of a person who would take ad- 
vantage of the prisoner’s condition, and then 
bind him to an oath not to reveal his identity. 
He then ordered the ex-Sheriff removed to 
jail, as he was not ready to sentence him. 

There is much sympathy expressed for 
Hoagiand, but little for the party who has 
caused his downfall. Sheriff Fisher 
left here this afternoon for  Cincin- 
nati after H. E. Hall, who is book- 
keeper for the Union Central Life Insurance 
company in that city. Hall was formerly 
employed by Faurot after the bank closed. 
He. put in some time going over the books, 
looking up alleged evidence against Langan. 
He was here before the grand jury and ap-

TRIAL OF 8. J. DE FRANCE BEGUN, 


Charged with Passing a Forged Draft and 
Swindling in Various Cities. 

Katamazoo, Mich., March 8.—[Special.]— 
The trial of Stonewall J. De France on the 
charge of uttering a forged draft for $12,500 
on the Pontiac National Bank and obtaining 
$5,000 on the same from the First National 
Bank of this city, Nov. 23, 1891, was begun 
before Judge G. M. Buckin in the Circuit 
Court today. Four months of confinement 
in the county jail had not robbed the prison- 
er of his healthy color and self-possession.

AGENTS OPPOSED TO REDUCING 
THEIR TERRITORY IN CHICAGO, 


They Think the Boundary Lines Should 


Appointed Special Agent in Cook Coun- 

ty for the New York Underwriters 
Agency — Meeting of the Lancashire 
Company to Be deld Today—English- 
men Want a Dividend=Insurance Notes 

A number of insurance agents on La Salle 
street whose opinions were obtained in refer- 
ence to the proper territory in which com- 
panies could have not to exceed three agents, 
including the manager as one, seemed to con- 


_ cur in the idea that the territorial limit should 


be the old city limits—that is: Thirty-ninth 
street on the south, Fullerton avenue on the 
north, and Fortieth street on the west. The 
reasons for this were stated to be that these 
have been the territorial limits covered by the 
Chicago Fire Underwriters’ Association for 
six or seven years, and that is the line well 
understood by all members of the association, 


that all agents of companies writing inside 

those limits must be members of the associa- 

tion and put up their deposit. Ifthe territory 

was made considerably smalier than this, as 

was suggested, the result, these ageats say, 

would be that an army of brokers 
could be commissioned as agents by the 
companies inside of the old city limits who 
would receive the same commission as the 

regular agents and thereby divert this busi- 

ness from the agents who have handled it in. 
a profitable manner in the past. The large 
number of small agencies or brokers or 
solicitors who would be nominally agents at 

full rate of commission would have no inter- 
est in maintaining rates or good practices 
and the natural result would be for the asso- 

ciation to abolish rates in the terr.tory where 
it had little or no control, as of course they 

couid not be responsible for ‘such territory. 

Division of commissions and general de- 

moralization, these agents say, would be the 

inevitabie result. The association now has 
much work of an important charatter: on 
hand and it would not be wise to introduce a 
new disturbing element just as matters ap- 
parently have reached what seems like a solu- 

tion of difficulties. 


SNIDER HEARS THE HILLMAN CASE. 


The Kansas Superintendent Decides He 
Has Jurisdiction in the Matter. 

Topeka, Kas., March 8.—[Special.]—The 
investigation of the Hillman insurance case 
was begun by State Superintendent of In- 
surance S, H. Snider today. The attorney 
for the insurance companies denied the right 
of the insurance department to imterfere, but 
Supt. Snider decided that he had full jurisdic- 
tion. ‘lhe insurance companies have resorted 
to every possible device to secure delay, but 
Supt. Snider has expressed a determination to 
push the investigation to a speedy 
termination. The arguments of the 
attorneys Yareely consisted in  accus- 
ing each ther of irregular conduct. 
The attorney for Mrs. Hillman insisted that 
they had no intention of prejudicing the case 
pending in the Federal Court, whereupon 
Supt. Snider said: ‘*It is pot my purpose nor 
is it within my jurisdiction to try any person 
for illegal acts. It is the action of the insur- 
ance companies only that: we propose to 1n- 
vestigate. If their methods of doing business 
are truthfully set forth in this petition we do 
not want them in the State.” It is doubtful 
if the insurance companies will attempt to in- 
troduce any evidence in refutation of the 
charges made in the petition. The suit is to 
debar tompanies that refused payment on the 
policy of Mrs, Hillman’s husband, alleged to 
be dead.

Bill’s Progress Will Be Slow. 


Nevertheless it should be stated that the 
prevalent belief af the Capitol tonight is that 
the Democratic majority in the Senate will 
succeed in getting through that body a tariff 
bill, though it will be many weary weeks be- 
fore this can be done. The Démocratic ma- 
jorityon the Finance committee took five! 
weeks to decide what should be done with the 
trusts and change a few duties. They heard 
only one side of the case in so far as the 
schedules affect the industries of the country. 
They denied _heari after these had been 
promised. Under these circumstances, with 
the whole bill to be discussed ‘section by 
section and clause by clause, no one need look 
for early action on the tariff. There are fif- 
teen schedules, and if these can be disposed 
of at the rate of two a week seven weeks 
will be required. There is little pros- 
pect, however, that such progress can 
be made, The income tax itself will 
take up more than a_ week’s discussion, 
while the sugar and whisky trust will also 
come in for a good many days’ analysis. The 
proposed extension of the bonded period on 
whisky will in itself take time for discussion, 
The Republican members of the Finance com- 
mittee will throw no petty hindrance in the 
way of its consideration by the committee, 
so that the bill may be neported to the Senate 
next week and be called up the following 
week, say about March 21 or 22. Then if it 
gets through the Senate into the conference 
committee within sixty days the country will 
have cause for congratulation. 

Senator Allison, who will have a good deal 
todo shaping the Republican opposition to 
the bill, said this afternoon: “I see they 
have changed the time for the bill to go into ef- 
fectto July 1. Assuming that it will be passed 
at all I have no hesitation in makimg the pre- 
diction that there will be another change in 
the date on which it will go into effect. ore 
than that I do not care to say now.” 

Other Republican Senators thought the bill 
might become a law by Sept. 1, provided it 
ever became a law.

DEMOCRATS DIFFER GREATLY, 


They Have Varying Views on the Senate's 
Changes=Tom KReed’s Criticism. 

Wasuinetoyr, D. C., March 8.—There was 
some discussion of time for consideration of | 
the bill by the full committee, the Republican 
members saying they would desire a reason- 
able period and the Democratic members ex- 
pressing themselves as willing to grant that 
without cavil. Saturday next at-10:30 a. m. 
was set for the next meeting, when the Re- 
publicans having had an opportunity to 
examine the details of the bill will 
probably be able to gay what time they will 
require, It is considered probable -they will 
ask for an entire week after the next meeting 
day and possibly more.

Senator Caffery, who with his late colleague, 
Senator White, has led the fight for a sugar 
duty, expressed himself as satisfied in a 
modified degree with the action of the com- 
mittee. ‘** You will support the bill will you 
not, Senator?’ was asked, to which he replied, 
“I should prefer not to answer that question 
at this time.”’ 

In the committee this morning Senator 
Aldrich upon giancing at the sugar schedule 
remarked that the rates fixed gave the re- 
finersan advantage of 18 points, but Senator 
Vest took exception to the statement, declar- 
ing that it gave an advantage of only 12 
points, or 12-100 dia cent. 

Senator Brice is not altogether satisfied 
with the bill, but will no doubt support the 
measure after trging to have it amended in 
some caetionar” “Those of us,’ said the 
Ohio Senator, *“* whoare anxious to see a bill 
pass which will repeal the McKintey law are 
greatly encouraged, though the bill is not out 
of the woods yet. We have hopes of it pass- 
ing and it is possible that it will still be placed 
in better shape.”’ : 

Senator Smith of New Jersey, in answer to 
a direct question about the sugar schedule, 
said the refining interests were not satisfied. 

Ex-Speaker Reed said: ‘** The bill is much 
worse than when it left the House, and it is 
much more important for the interest of the 
country that it should. be beaten. The poor 
little plea on which Mr. Wilson thought to 
justify his action has disappeared. Free raw 
materia! for New England has vanished.”’ 

Representative Whiting (Dem.) said: “I 
think the bill isan improvement on the one 
passed by the House. , It has placed a duty 
on some of the great staple products of the 
country, and where it has not imposed a duty 
on what may be catled raw materia! it has 
lessened the rate of dutyion the manufact- 
ured products. The bill seems to me to be 
more nearly in the interests of the con- 
sumers.”’ 

Representative Burrows (Rep.) said: “‘When 
the bill passed the House I did not suppose it 
possible it could be made more offensive by 
the Senate. But they have accomplished that 
result. I can simpiy say that the measure as 
a whole, as proposed-to be amended by the 
Senate, is more inharmonious and unscien- 
tific, if possible, than #he one passed by the 
House.” 

Representative Hopkins (Rep.) said: ‘*The 
Senate committee seems to have surrendered 
to the trusts.”’ ; : 

Mr. Springer, the Chairman of the Ways 
and Means committee of the last House, is 
much displeased at the action of the Finance 
committee in restoring the duty on wool. **So 
far as wool and the woolen schedule are con- 
cerned,” said he, *“‘I thought that had been 
settled by the American people. A free wool 
bill was by the last Congress and spe- 
cifically indorsed by the National convention 
at Chicago. Hereis a pledge made in terms 
which it is now proposed to violate. The 
House will never agree to it nor to the duties

cision rests with the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue and not with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, as provided in the House bill. The 
orderin which banks, trust and insurance 
companies are taxed is somewhat changed, 
all of these institutions being included under 
general heads instead of separately.

Iron ore, which the Wilson bill put on the 
free list and which should be duty free if 
Democratic principles and the Democratic 
platform are worth considering, must pay a 
duty of 40 centsaton.

This is undemocratic, but 
the three Democratic States in question want 
one of their great products protected. This 
is a -shameful surrender to Republican 
theories. 

The Wilson bill as it passed the House had 
both raw and refined sugar on the free list. 
Obedient to the demands of Louisiana a duty 
of a cent a pound has been put on raw sugar 
by the subcommittee, and the persuasive elo- 
quence of the sugar trust has secured for it 
protection to the extent of a quarter of a cent 
a pound, which was the figure in the Wilson 
bill as originally drafted. In order to get the

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TESTING THE TWO APPORTIONMENTS. 

The Republican State Central committee 
has ordered that immediate steps be taken to 
test the validity of the Congressional and 
Senatorial apportionment gerrymanders 
passed by the Democratic Legislature. Suit 
will be brought therefore at an early day be- 
fore Judge. Grosscup to set aside the first- 
named law and before some Judge of the 
State Circuit Court-to set aside the legislative 
apportionment. 

The act of Congress provides that Congres- 
sional districts must be ‘composed of con- 
tiguous territory and containing as near as 
practicable an equal number ot inhabitants.” 
It is much easier to cut up Illinois into 
twenty-two Congressional districts practically 
equal in population than it is to cut it up into 
fifty-one Senatorial districts, but the Demo- 
cratic Legislature in its anxiety to send the 
largest possible number :of Congressmen to 
Washington by the smallest Democratic vote 
failed to make the kind of apportionment the 
law requires and which could have been made 
without difficulty. 

That the Senatorial apportionment is a 
gerrymander is not disputed seriously by any 
one, and if the Illinois Supreme Court follows 
the recent precedents of the Wisconsin and 
other courts it will hold so. The case will 
reach that court at the June term. It is of 
such importance that it will be given pre- 
cedence over other business, and the Judges 
will decide it without delay in order that if 
the law is declared unconstitutional the Leg- 
islature may be called together at once to 
pass another and an unobjectionable one. As 
it will take a two-thirds vote of all the mem- 
bers to pass a law which will go into immedi- 
ate effect, the Democrats will have to deal 
fairly with their adversaries. 

In view of the intended court proceedings 
it was proper for the Executive committee to 
instruct the Legislative committees through- 
out the State not to call nominating conven- 
tions until after the State convention has met, 
which will be about the first week in July. 
By that time it will be known what “the State 
Supreme Court will do. It would be a waste 
of time for counties now grouped together as 
a district to make nominations when those 
counties might be torn apart by a subsequent 
apportionment. The same directions were 
also given regarding the Congressional nom- 
inations, but there is: not much probability 
that the question of the validity of the Con- 
gressional apportionment will be determined 
by that time. 

The proceedings of the State and Federal 
courts will be instituted by ex-Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hunt..

It is not likely that this latest outrage upon 
the rights of citzenship and the sanctity of 
human life will be allowed to pass unnoticed. 
The present Mayor, himself a Democrat, and 
representing opposition to the machine, will 
make a thorough investigation. The State 
Senate also has ordered an investigation to be 
made, and Mayor Whelan, who was a candi- 
date for reélection, will make a contest on the 
ground of fraudé. 7 

These are the circumstances under which 
the machine Democrats carried the day in 
Troy, If the election is allowed to stand 
without a thorough contest and the murder. 
ers go unpunished it will be a disgrace to the 
city. If the Murphy gang is not broken up 
as the result then a republican form of gov- 
ernment is dead ia Troy, and its people are no 
better off than the negroes ina Mississippi 
town. It now stands on record that in this 
year the Democrats have carried one election 
by fraud and murder. Why it should be a 
matter for congratulation by any reputable 
Democratic newspaper however does not ap- 
pear. . 


WORKING AGAINST TRACK ELEVATION. 
The ordinance providing for the elevation 
of the tracks of the Rock Island and Lake 
Shore roads submitted to the Council Monday 
and referred to the special Committee on 
Track Elevation, was considered and amended 
by it day before yesterday. While the inten- 
tions of the members of thé committee were 
excellent, no doubt, if the Council were to 
pass the ordinance as modified by the com- 
mittee, it is absolutely certain that the roads 
would not accept it but fight it upto and 
through the Supreme Court. In that event 
neither their tracks nor those of other roads 
would be raised for some years to come. 

The ordinance as prepared by the Mayor 
made some concessions to the roads because 
they had shown a willingness to raise their 
tracks, and because he believed that if one or 
two limes took their rails off the surface a 
valuable precedent would be established and 
the other lines would be more amenable to 
reason, So it was provided that land dam- 
ages south of Twenty-second street should be 
assumed by the city. It is not likely in view 
of recent decisions that there would be any. 
lf there were a jury would deal much more 
gently with the city than with any railroad 
company. 

The committee wants the roads to assume 
all the land damages. It wants them to pave 
not merely the subways, but all parts of the 
streets which may be depressed. It wants 
thern to light-the subways and to stand the ex- 
pense of shifting water mains, etc. It wants 
subways at all the streets and does not wish 
to havea single one vacated, no matter how 
unimportant it may be. Thus if the commit- 
tee does not change its views it will make no 
concessions whatever. It will insist that the 
entire expense connected with eletating the 
tracks shal! fall on them. 

The members of the committee say that the 
abolition of grade crossings must not cost the 
city a cent. Will not the city lose money 
by adopting a course which it is conceded will 
make a friendly agreement with the Lake 
Shore and the Rock Island impossible and de- 
fer track elevation until the United States Su- 
preme Court has rendered its decision? As- 
suming that that decision will be in favor of 
the city would it not be money in the pockets 
of the latter to pay something to secure the 
speedy elevation of the Rock Island and Lake 
Shore tracks? The enhancement in the value 
of property, the greater facility of travel 
would be more than the city is called on to 
expend by the Mayor’s ordinance. This is 
quite irrespective of the lives which would be 
saved, 

In Connecticut, whose laws for track eleva- 
tion have been sustained by the Supreme 
Court, it was deemed expedient that a part of 
the expense should fall on the municipalities, 
more than it is proposed this city shall bear 
by the ordinance drafted by the Mayor. It 
may be well to make slight sacrifices to ex- 
pediency here for the purpose of securing at 
a reasonabiy early day that abolition of grade 
crossings for which all Chicagoans are so 
anxious. On reflection the members of the 
committee may reach the same conclusion. 
They are to have another meeting today and 
they may modify then the uncompromising 
amendments they agreed on day before yes- 
terday. Itis better often not to insist on 
one’s full legal rights, but to make small con- 


| cessions to secure immediate benefits and 


avoid years of delay in the courts. 
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THEY WANT SILVER MONOMETALLISM, 
It is stated to have been agreed that the sil- 
ver seigniorage bill shall passin the Senate, 
and that in consideration of the fred silver 
Senators not pressing free coinage at this 
juncture Voorhees will report a free coinage 
bill ata later date. Nodoubt that is what 
the silver monometallists want and will work 
for to the utmost of their ability. They are 
bent on carrying the country to financial de- 
struction, if possible, by wiping out 54 per 
cent of all the value of money in the hands of 
the people, and in effect making it legal to 
square off all indebtedness by the payment of 
46 centson the dollar. They are not such 
asses asto believe there is any possibility of 
making silver worth two and a quarter times 
its present value by a mere act of Congress. 
They foolishly. fancy that in gaining free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 they would rob 
the rich for the benefit of the poorer classes. 
But that is a huge mistake. Asa rule the rich 
men own the lands and personal property of 
the country, partly by the aid of money bor- 
rowed, and on the average they owe fully as 
much money as they have loaned out. They 
would be allowed to pay their indebtedness 
in the depreciated currency, and could laugh 
at the folly of those who had .sought to make 
them poor by cutting down the currency unit 
one-half. The reserves of the banks are 
mostly held in gold, so that they would fall 
back on that intact after having paid their 
depositors in money worth less than 50 
cents on the dollar of the money paid in. 


compensate for the smaller purchasing power 


of the dollar unit. In these two vitally im- 
portant ways to them the men and women 
who work for wages would be the first and 
most defenseless victims of the change in the 
currency marked by adebasement of the unit 
from 100 cents to less than 50 cents. “é 

The only persons who possibly could receive 
advantage by the change are the compara- 
tively small minority who owe more in money 
than is owing to theth, But in about every 
case this excess is owed for property now held 
or consumed after having been purchased on 


in dollars each of which at the time of incur- 
ting the obligation had 100 cents’ worth of 
purchasing power. True, a number cf farm- 
ers and other richer men would have more 
than half their load of obligation lifted by the 
adoption of free coinage, but would that be 
fair to the rest who had paid for their prop- 
erty with a full number of dollars of par 
money, to say nothing of the creditors whom 
it is proposed to rob? And besides, about all 
of the real estate indebtedness has been ,in- 


time there has not been any such advance in 
the price of gold as is claimed by the silver 
robbers to be gn excuse for the wickedness 
they are trying to saddle on the Nation. 


MR. LABOUCHERE’S COMPLAINT. 

Mr. -Labouchere without doubt is right. 
The English Radicals and Englishmen gener- 
ally dearly love ulord, but it is not often 
that they dearly love a lord so devoted to 
democracy and radicalism as Premier Rose- 
bery has been. He has gone as far in the 
promotion of popular measures as Mr, La- 
bouchere himself and perhaps farther. He 
has given as much of his time in service in 
popular bodies as the editur of Truth. He 
also has gained ina marked degree the con- 
fidence of the workingmen of the trades 
unions, He works as hard in the 
London County Council, in which he 
retains his membership, a3 John Burns, 
and he contributed more to the settlement of 
the labor troubles in Yorkshire, Lancashire, 
and Derbyshire last summer than all the 
Radicals of the House ot Commons nut to- 
gether. His appointments during the few 
days he has been Premier are alsoof the 
Radical kind. Mr. Shaw-Lefevre, who suc- 
ceeds Mr. Fowleras President of the Local 
Government Board, is an old-time Radical 
fndan extreme home-ruler. Mr, Causton, 
“who has been appointed second whip of the 
party and a Lord of the Treasury, is a Lon- 
don Radical whohas recently taken a con- 
spicuous part inthe agitation against the 
House of Lords. Mr. Labouchere seems to 
understand that it will not profit him to hold 
out against Rosebery. He intimates that he 
will acquiesce in the new arrangements rather 
than cast “‘ a hostile vote at the cost of ruin- 
ing the party.”’ 


Tue Champaign (Ill.) Gazette takes excep- 
tion toa recent statement by Tues Trisunz 
that asa rule the reports from the agricult- 
ural experiment stations are not worth the 
ink used in printing them, It says there isan 
overwhelming weight of evidence that large 
numbers of farmers highiy appreciate the 
work, and that a recent publication by the 
Agricultural Department, reporting in brief 
some of the work done by the stations, con- 
tains more valuable matter concernmg Amer- 
ican agriculture than any other one publica- 
tion ever before produced, It cites the dis- 
covery-and perfecting of the Babcock milk 
test for determining the percentage of fat in 
milk as of the highest value measured by its 
pecuniary results. The value of experiments 
on corn at the Champaign station is very 
great, one Illinois farmer placing their direct 
money value to him at $1,000, and a single 
point in relation to oats is alone of enormous 
practical money value, Much of the work 
done at the stations in crop culture and stock 
feeding has tended to show that more simple 
and less costly methods than have hitherto 
been used would give equally good and some- 
times better results, and a most important 
service done to farmers by the stations has 
been the exposing or preventing of frauds, 
especially in fertilizers. ‘“‘In a word, huné 
dreds of farmers are constantly deriving bene- 
fit from the work of the stations, and the ad- 
vantage they have been is beyond all calcula- 
tion.”

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Txuosse who know the condition of the lake 
near this city and wish to preserve the health 
of themselves and families will try to use no 
lake water for drinkimg purposes the next few 
days unless they know it has been boil The 
break in the canal bank near Summif has 
permitted large quantities of water to flow 
from the Desplaines into the Chicago River, 
that movement having forced into the lake a 
great deal of foul stuff that normally would 
have been carried westward. The water for 
some distance out from shore is marked by 
the presefice of this objectionable material, 
and though at latest accounts the color of the 
water in the lake did not indicate that the im- 
purities have reached the cribs there is more 
or less danger. By the time this reaches the 
eye of the city reader the flow of water from 
the Desplaines towards the lake will have 
been stopped, but still there will be room to 
fear that some of the foul matter near the 
shore of the lake will mingle with that which 
goes through the crib intakes to supply the 
city. Hence it will be prudent to observe 
caution in the use of the water during the 
next few days by all who wish to avoid the in- 
curring of doctor’s bills, Animal matter 
contained in water is rendered innocuous by 
boiling, and resort to this simple preventive 
may be the means of saving many from the 
attacks of disease and some even from death.

Mr. Giadstone has expressed through Justin 
McCarthy his strong wish that the leaders of 
the Irish party shaj], ata convenient oppor- 
tunity after Easter, pay him a visit at Hawar- 
den, and has included in the invitation Sex- 
ton, Blake. Dillon, O’Brien, T. P. O’Connor, 
and Tim Healy. Mr. Giadstone intimated at 
the same time his regret that he had not séen 
more socially of the principal Nationalist 
members, but he quite understood that their 
attitude towards English Ministers should 
necessarily be one of great reserve. He hoped 
that as he is no longer an official. but as firm- 
ly a well-wisher of Ireland as ever, the social 
barrier between them might now be removed. 

The present invitation to the Irish leaders 
has signiticance as indicating that Mr. Glad- 
stone, while resigning the Premiefship, has 
no intention of resigning interest Or indeed 
an active part in national politics,

The collision between the Portuguese and the 
British on the Zambesi River was due to an 
attempt made by the Mozambique company 
to obtain pecuniary benefit from the African 
Transcontinental Telegraph company, a 
British concern. The coHision at Tete be- 
gan with the firing of two shots from the 
Portuguese fort as a warning. Then boats 
loaded with Portuguese crossed the river and 
tore up the telegraph poles of the construc- 
tion party. Shots were exchanged, but no 
loss of life is reported. Later firing is said 
to havetaken place between the gunboat 
Mosquito and the forts and that there has also 
been a further conflict between the Portu- 
guese and: the construction party which has 
resulted in the loss of life. This is not the 
first time that England has had trouble with 
Portugal in regard to the African possessions 
of the latter country, and it is believed the 
Tate incident will be taken advantage of by 
the British authorities to settle once and for 
all the question in dispute regarding boundary 
limitations and other matters which have long 
been a source of congiderable annoyance to 
the colonial officials of both countries. 


WOULD TAKE IN ALL COLONIES. 


Cable Conference at Wellington, New Zea- 
land, Proposes a New Route. 

WELLINGTON, New Zealand, March 8.—The 
Postal and Cable Conference today adopted a 
substitute for yesterday’s resolution in favor 
of'a Pacific cable to America via Samoa, Fan- 
ning Island, and Honolulu to Vancouver. 
The substitute provides for the representa- 
tion in the project of the respective colonies, 
whose representatives are asked to recom- 
mend their governments to guarantee, with the 
other countries interested, for a period not 
to exceed fourteen years, 4 per cent interest 
on a capital $9,000,000 to any company 
laying a Pacific cable. The tariff is not to 
exceed 75 cents a word for ordinary tele- 
grams between Great Britain and _ the 
colonies.

ROUTED BY A SANDWICH MAN, 


Lyceum Theater’s Successful Attack on 
Ticket Speculators. 

New York. March 8.—At last the specula- 

tors have met their match at the Lyceum 
Theater. ‘The sidewalk in front of the theater 
has been infested with speculators every 
night. By various means half a dozen have 
been driven away, but two of them remained 
obdurate and until last night they did a thriv- 
ing business. Last night as usual the two ap- 
peared at a few minutes after 7 o'clock, Five 
minutes later a gaupt youth, comfortably sand- 
wiched in between two placards, issued from 
On each of these placards was 
printed the familiar warning: “ Tickets 
purchased on the sidewalk will not be taken 
at the door.’’ There was a covert grin on 
the face of the sandwiched youth as he took 
up his position beside the two speculators and 
wished -them a good evening. Both men 
gasped and then shifted their position to the 
other side of the*entrance. 
The sandwich followed them at a measured 
gait. Then one spectator strolled down 
towards Twenty-third street and the other 
took up his position on the corner of Twenty- 
fourth. In this way they hoped to thwart.the 
youth or keep him hustling. Immediately 
the sardwich developed a dog trot 
that carried him from corner to 
corner three times in every minute. 
At 9 o’clock, when the curtain goes up on the 
first act, the speculators had only succeeded 
in selling three tickets. The purchasers of 
each of these tickets were refused admission 
at the door, At %:15 the speculators gave up 
the fight in disgust. 


FAMOUS. PAINTING BY WEST BURNED. 


Totally Destroyed in the Hamilton Baild- 
ing Fire in Brooklyn, 

New York, March 8.—|/ Special. |—When the 
HamNton Building, at Court and Joralemon 
streets, Brooklyn, was damaged by fire about 
six weeks ago a painting by Benjamin West, 
who enjoyed the eminent distinction of being 
‘elected to succeed Sir Joshua Reynolds as 
President of the Royal Academy of En- 
gland in 1702, was totally destroyed. The 
picture represented the death of Julius 
Cesar. Its measurement was seven and 
one-half by nine and one-half feet. It was 
valued at $25,000. The painting is men- 
tioned in “ Galt’s Lifg of West,’ and had an 
interesting histoay. Abraham Sellera, a 
wealthy and eccentric manufacturer of cut- 
lery in Sheffield, Eng., received the painting 
about thirty years ago in part payment of a 
debt of £1,000. Having a large zinc tube 
made far it he rolled itupin that and never 
suffered it to be removed from his possession. 
It was brought to this country with him and 
when the Commissioners of the Centennial 
Exposition heard of it they offered Mr. 
Sellers $1,700 for the loan of it difring the 
continuance of the World’s Fair in Phila. 
delphia. When Mr. Sellers heard that the 
painting was wanted for exhibition he rolled 
the canvas up, returned it to its case and said: 
** [think that’s the best place for it,’’ and the 
picture was not shown. On thedeath of Mr. 
Sellets the painting was purchased by Joel W. 
Sherwood and Kennard Buxton of Brooklyn. 
It was hanging in the law office of Buxton & 
Ripton in the Hamilton Building when that 
building was burned. 


BIG DEALS IN SUGAR STOCK, 


Exciting Speculation on the New York Ex- 
change172,000 Shares Sold. 

New Yorks, March 8.—(Special.]—The deal 
in sugar shares on the Stock Exchange as- 
sumed truly gigantic proportions today, when 
no less than 172,000 shares were dealt in 
with a resulting fall of $7 1m the price. On 
the floor of the exchange there was ano even 
larger crowd than on preced'ng days, and the 
transactions were naturally attended with 
great excitement. Traders were at first 
at sixes and sevens regarding the prob- 
able. course of the stork, and their 
conflicting yiews led at the start to simultane- 
ous transactions at prices all the way from 94 
to 92, the latter. a decline of 24g from 
Wednesday’s closing figure. It was said H. 
O. Havemeyer had arrived from Washington 
early in the morning, anid from the down- 
ward tendency of the market it was argued 
that the sugar people were not wholly satis- 
tied with the amount of protection afforded to 
refiners in the bill, which later in the day was 
to be reported by the Senate comumnittee. 
When this was made public later on it was 
all Greek to brokers and_ speculators, 
the duty being sealed in accordance with the 
comparative richness of various grades of 
sugar about which *‘ the street’’ knew noth. 
ing. The course of the stock, however, indi- 
cated that the degree of protection was not 
high; for it sagged persistently until just be. 
fore the close it sold at 8714 and lett off only 
a slight fraction above that price. Some 
traders fancied the decline, like the recent big 
rise, was part of manipulation and that the 
invisible bands that pull the strings might 
hoist it np again tomorrow. Shrewd specuia- 
tors decided that ** sugar was toorich for their 
blood” and refrained irom buying or selling it. 
Small fry owners of the stock who have no 
means of getting at the intentions of the ma- 
nipuiators sold out because of the mystery 
surrounding the quarterly dividend. Several 
days ago the directors were expected’ to meet 
and declare the 3 per cent on common stock 
which has been forthcoming every quarter for 
a year past, but nothing has been given wut 
about the dividend, although it would be pay- 
able April. It occurred to holders of the stock 
that if it suited the policy of the insiders the div- 
idend might, like the annual meeting a month 
ago, be ** passed ’’ or reduced, There are in 
all 375,000 shares of the company’s corm. 
mon stock, During the lagt three days 440,- 
000 shares of it have beer reggrded on the 
*“tape’’as changimg hands. ‘The preferred 
stock, of which also there are 375,000 shares, 
has been comparatively inactive,

SPEAK FOR CHRISTIAN CITIZENSHIP. 


Addresses in the Jefferson Park Church 
Meetings for Today. 

Christian citizenship was the subject of 
lectures last night at the Jefferson Park 
Presbyterian Church. The audience was not 
large. Two speakers were listed for the even- 
ing. The first was Joseph McCarthy, A. B., 
of Clyde, Ill. Mr. McCarthy spoke of Lord 
Byron’s prophecy. “first comes freedom,” 
he said, ‘‘then glory. When that fails, death 
corruption, and barbarism follow. The wealth 
of the entire nation is owned by 38,000 or 
40,000 people and the government has built 
up a class of rich and a class of poor.”’ These 
conditions, the speuker declared, were 
caused by legislation which wa3 only possible 
when the power to legislate is given to cor- 
rupt politicians. The City of Chicago, he 
said, was $5,000,000 in debt. If the monop- 
olies, such as street car companies, were 
obliged to pay for their franchises he de- 
clared the city would not be in debt one cent. 
Taxation was not equal. The horse of the 
poor drayman was assessed as high as the 
blooded animal of the rich. It was wrong, he 
claimed, to allow the foreign element to be 
the dictating power of the government. 

Kirkpatrick, A. B., followed Mr, 
McCarthy. He said Christian citizenship was 
necessary to government, He quoted 
from Richard T, Ely’s book on social science 
that there was a growing chasm between the 
church and _ the  lJaborer. The rea- 
son of this, he declared, was . be- 
cause the ack of interest 
shown by the church in political affairs. 
The advantages of one class, he said, had 
been increasing with the disadvantages of an- 
other. And when two classes oppose each 
other it was natural that friction would fol- 
low. He urged his hearers to go to the 
primaries and to the ballot-box and see to it 
that good men, Christian men, are nominated 
and elected.

Judge Tuthill then referred to the provisions 
of the statute in relation to the punishment of 
persons found guilty of murder and reminded 
the jury that the presumption of innocence 
was a fundamental and important part of the 
law.

The court instructs you that the duty of a jury, 
and especially inacapital case, requires the 
most careful and conscientious caution in the ex- 
amination of all the facts and circumstances in 
evidence. It is not’sufficient that it is quite like- 
ly or more probable if from the evidence you 
should so belaeve that the defendant is guilty. 
You cannot. decide the issues in this case upon 
any doctrine of chances. The law will not justify 
the conviction of a citizen accused of a grave and 
serious crime upon any degree of proof, no matter 
how strong, which does not create certainty be- 
yond every neasonable doubt. :

Their concurrence, if from 
the evidence the jury believe there was such con- 
spiracy, without proof of an agreement to Con- 
cur, ig conclusive against them. _They commit 
offense when they become partners tothe trans- 
action or for the origina! plan, 

You are further instructed, as a matter of 
law, that while it ismecessary in order to estab- 
lish a conspiracy to prove a combination of two 
or more persons by concerted action to acconiplish 
the criminal or unlawful purpose alleged in the 
indictment, yet it is not necessary to prove that 
the parties ever came together and entered into 
any formal agreement or arrangement between 
themselves to effect such purposes; the combina- 
tion or common design or object may be regarded 
as proved if the jury believe from the evidence 
beyond a reasonable doubt that the parties 
charged were actually pursuing in concert the 
unlawful object stated in the indictment, 
whether separately or together, by common or 
different means, providing all were leading to 
the same unlawful result. 

If the jury believe from the evidence beyond a 
reasonable doubt that the defendant now on 
trial conspired with Martin Burke and Patrick 
O’Sullivan and Patrick Cooney, or either or some 
of them or with others who were tothe grand 
jurors unknown,.to kill and murder Patrick 

enry Cronin, and that one or more of the con- 
spirators in pursuance and furtherance of the 
conspiracy did kill and murder the said Cronin 
in manner and form as charged in the inidict- 
ment, then each and all of the persons who so 
conspired are in law guilty of such murder, 
although they may uot have actually killed the 
said Cronin or been present at ‘the time and 
place of the killing. 

But the court instructs you that under the 
charge of conspiracy against the defendant 
Coughlin to commit murder it must be proven 
beyond every reasonable doubt that he com- 
bined with one or more persons, known or un- 
known, as charged in tho indictment in the com- 
mon purpose and with the common design :to 
murder the deceased, before you will be justified 
in believing that the conspiracy existed, as 
charged against him. 

It is the essance of the charge of conspiracy 
against him that he with one or two more per- 
sons should have united to‘commit the crime of 
murder by concerted action, and it is incumbent 
upon the prosecution to prove to you beyond all 
reasonable doubt, by proof clear and convincing, 
that there was a conspiracy as charged and that 
Daniel Coughlin was criminally connected with 
that conspiracy. 

Must Show Coughlin a Conspirator. 


The court instructs the jury that befere you 
can be warranted in nsing against Daniel Cough- 
lin any evidence respecting conduct or conversa- 
tion of any other defendant occurring prior to 
May 4, 1889. you must be:ieve- to a moral cer- 
tainty not only that the particular defendant 
whose conduct and conversation the prosecution 
seek to use against Daniel Coughlin wasa mem- 
ber of an unlawful conspiracy. as charged in the 
indictment, but that Daniel Coughlin was also 
an accessory or member of the conspiracy. 
if, after an examination of all the evidence, 
which should be made by you in a spirit. free 
from passion and prejudice, there should exist 
in your minds any reasonable doubt as to wheth- 
er the defendant, Daniel Coughlin, was a mem- 
ber of an unlawful conspiracy, as charged in the 
indictment, then, and in such case, it would be 
illegal and wrong for you to use against the de- 
fendant Coughiin any evidence respecting the 
conduct or conversation of any other defendant, 
even if you should believe that such other de- 
fendant was a member of such alleged conspira- 
cy, and your investigation of the charge of mur- 
der made against the defendant, Daniel Cough- 
lin, should then be restricted solely and entirely 
to such evidence as runs to’ his own condu¢t and 
declarations. 

Some evidence has been admitted in this case 
as to the aéts, conduct, sayings. and writings of 
some of the other persons charged in the indict- 
ment with the perpetration of the crime for 
which defendant Daniel Coughlin is now upon 
his trial, which was done, said, or written after 
the date of the alleged homicide, May 4, 1889. 
At the time when such evidence was admitted 
you were instrueted that it was admitted for the 
sole and only purpose of showing that other per- 
sons than this defendant were guilty parties 
in the conspiracy and crime charged in” the 
indictment, as it requires at least two persons to 
conspire or agree tocommitacrime. To show 
this the prosecution was compelled to introduce 
evidence to convince you beyond a reasonable 
doubt that some two or more of the other de- 
fendants were guilty of the crime charged. 

Such evidence was admitted not as tending to 
show the guilt of the defendant, Daniel Cough- 
lin, and is, so farasit tends in any manner to 
affect him, to be absolutely dismissed from your 
minds. The acts, conduct, sayings, or writings 
after May 4, 1889, of any other defendant or 
person, even should you believe from the evi- 
dence that the defendant was a member of the 
eonspiracy which resultedin the death of Dr. 
Cronin, shall not, and ought not, and ¢annot 
under the law tend in the slightest degree to 
show the guilt of this defendant. He can be 
affected only by his own acts, conduct, and say- 
ings after said 4th day of May, 1889. 


On the Theory of Innocence. 


The court instructs the jury that if it is vossi- 
ble for you to reconcile the facts in this case 
upon any reasonable theory consistent with the 
innocence of the defendant, Daniel Coughlin, it 
is your duty to do so, and to find said defendant, 
Danie! Coughlin, not guilty. 

The court instructs yon that the iaw does not 
permit you to draw an inference or from any 
number of inferences. You are not permitted 
under the law to usea fact or any number of 
facts to draw an inference@\or any number of in- 
ferences from, and then to use said inference or 
inferences as the basis of a new inference or in- 
ferences. 

The court further instructs you that if the evi- 
dence in this case fails to show any motive, or a 
sufficient motive, on the part of the defendant to 
commit the crime charged against him, then this 
is a circumstance in favor of his innocence which 
the jury ought to consider in connection with all’ 
the other evidence in arriving at a verdict. 

The jury was reminded that the defendant 
was not obliged to introduce any evidence as 
to the charge in the indictment against the 
other defendants in the first trial, and Judge 
Tuthill continued: : 

The court instructs you that before you are 
justified in attaching any criminating force or- 
weight to any circumstances you must believe 
from the evidence, beyond all reasonable doubt, 
that circumstances sustain direct and necessary 
connection with the charge made against the de- 
fendant, and it is your duty to carefully and dis- 
passionately examine each circimstance: in evi- 
dence to determine, first, whether or not it pos- 
sesses such direct and necessary connection with 
such charge, and, if, after such examination, you 
entertain any reasonable doubt ds to whether 
any circumstance possesses such direct and 
necessary connection with such charge, you 
should at once and forever dismiss it from the 
case and make no use of it whatever against the 
defendant. 

Other Explanation than of Guilt. 


If after carefully and dispassionately examin- 
ing any circumstance; in the evidence you come 
to the conclusion that it does sustain a direct 
and necessary connection with the charge made 
oe defendant, yet you are required to 

l further examine said circumstance for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether or not it is in- 
compatible with any reasonable theory of inno- 
cence or whether it is capable of explanation 

n some reasonable theory, hypothesis, other 

n that of guilt, and if under such further 
examination you are able to say that either said 
circumstance is incompatible with innocence or 
is capable of explanation upon some other theory 
than that of guiit then and in either of such events 
such circumstance should not by considered by 
you as any peaes of guilt. Any circumstance 
which can = of by you upon any rea- 
sonable theory of innocence by carefully and 
studiously examining ali the evidence is not re- 
garded in law as an incriminating circumstance 
and ought to be disposed of by you upon such 
theory of innocence. 

The Judge here said the jury had no right to 
disregard any testimony through caprice, but 
should judge of the value of testimony by the 
appearance and manner of the witness. He 
then said: : 

The jury are instructed that the only evidence

the jury believe from the evidence in this case, 
beyond a reasonable doubt, that the defendant 
Coughlin conspired and agreed together with 
Martin Burke, Patrick O'Sullivan, and Patrick 
Cooney, or either or some of them or 
others who ‘were to the grand jurors un- 
known to kill and murder Patrick Henry 
Cronin, and. that in ursuance and 
furtherance of that common design and by a 
member or members of such conspiracy the said 
Patrick Henry Cronin was. killed and murdered 
in manner and form as charged in the indictment 
in this case, then such of the persons above 
named, if any, whom the jury believe from the 
evidence beyond a reasonable doubt were parties 
to such conspiracy are guilty of the murder of 
said Cronin, whether the identity of the individ- 
val doing the killing be established or not, or 
whether such defendant was present at the time 
of the killing or not. : 

The court instructs the jury, a8 a matter of 
law, that evidence in proof of conspiracy would 
generally in the nature of the case be circum- 
stantial. Though a common design is the essence 
of the charge it is not necessary to prove that the 
defendant and the other parties charged came 
together and actually agreed in 
have that design and pursue 
common means, ee. be 
to the satisfaction of the jury beyond a reason- 

ble doubt that the defendant, with others, 
snowingly and intentionally pursued by their 
acts the same object, one pursuing one part and 
another ancther part of the same, so as to com- 
plete it. with a view to the attainment of the 
same object, the jury will be justified in the con- 
clusion that they were engaged in a conspiracy to 
effect that object. If the jury believe from the 
evidence that any, witness bas willfully sworn 
falsely as to any matter or thing material to the 
issues in this case, then the jury are at liberty to 
disregard his or her entire testimony except in 
so far as it has been corroborated by other and 
creditable evidence or by the facts and circum- 
stances proved on the trial. 

Impeachment of Testimony. 


You are instructed, gentlemen, that the credit 
of a witness may be impeached by proof that he 
or she has made a statement or statements out of 
the court contrary to the testimony given by such 
witness on the trial. You are also instructed 
that the law allows the impeachment of a wit- 
ness by the introduction of evidence that the wit- 
ness isa person of such general bad reputation 
among the neighborhood where he or she resides 
and among the people among whom he or she as- 
sociates as to make him or her unworthy of 
credit. Youarethe judges as to thé credit and 
weight to be given to every witness in the case. 

Testimony of verbal admissions, statements, 
and conversations ought to be taken and accepted 
by you with great caution, for the reason that 
sueh testimony is subject to much imperfection. 

The memory of such things is, as is kngwn to 
every thinking man, very uncertain and often un- 
reliable. Hence you should very carefully con- 
sider all such evidence in the light of your own 
knowledge and experience and give it only such 
weight as you in view of such knowledge and of 
all the evidence in the case believe it fairly en- 
titled to receive at your hands. If the jury be- 
lieve from the evidence that any witness or wit- 
nesses who testified in this case demanded a re- 
ward for suppressing his, her, or their alleged 
knowledge of anything concerning which he, she, 
or they testified to, then the jury should consider 
the testimony of such witness or witnesses with 
the gravest caution and should take into con- 
sideration such fact, together with all other evi- 
dence in the case, in determining the weight, if 
any, which should be given to the testimony of 
such witness or witnesses. 

Although the jury may, by separating out any 
single fact or circumstance proved upon the 
trial, in considering such fact or circumstances 
or link in the evidence alone and disconnected 
from the balance of the facts and circumstances 
in the case. conclude that such fact or circum- 
stance or link thus considered alone is not proved 
beyond all reasonable doubt, and does not 
establish the guilt of the defendant beyond a 
reasonable doubt, yet the law is that it is suffi- 
cient if, taking all the testimony together, the 
jury are satisfied beyond a reasonable doubt that 
the defendant is guilty, as charged in the in 
dictment. 

Must Not Surrender Convictions. 

The court further instructs you that you can 
agree only toconvict or acquit the defendant. 
Each juror should decide for himself upon his 
oath fromthe law andthe evidence as to what 
his verdict should be. No juror should yield his 
deliberate, conscientious conviction as to the 
guilt or innocence, either at the instance of a 
fellow-juror or at the instance of a majority, ex- 
cept as his judgment and conscience is convinced 
from a full, fair, and impartial consideration of 
all the evidence in the case that the defendant is 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. No juror 
should surrender his honest convictions as to 
guilt or innocence for the sake of unanimity or 
to avert a mistrial. 

Judge Tuthill here defined a ** reasonable 
doubt ’”’ atsome length, and after warning 


the jury nottogo beyond the evidence to: 


hunt up doubts closed by prescribing the 
forms to be followed in bringing in a verdict. 
The charge to the jury occupied 52 minutes. 


MURDER, ARKESTS, AND TRIALS. 


History of the Case and Those Connected 
with Its Progress. 

Dr. Patrick Henry Cronin disappeared from 
his home, No. 472 North Clark street, on the 
night of May 4, 1889. The police were noti- 
fied on the following day and a nuinber of de- 
tectives were put.at work on the case. The 
Sunday following the disappearance a blood- 
soaked trunk was found in a fence corner 
near Sulzer street in Lake View. May 22 
the body of «a man was found in a catchbasin 
at Evanston avenue and North Fifty-ninth 
street which was fully identitied as that of Dr. 
Cronin. By this time the police had brought 
to light these facts: A -man_ drove 

to the Conklin residence, where 
Dr. Cronin lived. in a buggy and 
after presenting a card inscribed with the 
name of Patrick O'Sullivan, ice dealer, Bos- 
worth avenue and Roscoe street, asked to see 
Dr. Cronin. He said he wanted the doctor's 
services at once on an urgent case, as one of 
the employés of O'Sullivan had been injured. 
The doctor accompanied thi? man. 

It was ascertained that Daniel Coughlin of 
the East Chicago Avenue Station had hired a 
horse and buggy of Pat Dinan, which was 
found to correspond with the turnout which 
conveyed Dr, Cronin. 

John Carison, March 20. rented to a man 
representing himself as Frank Williams his 
cottage at No. 1722 North Ashland avenue. 
Several men besides Frank Williams were 
seen about the premises at various times up 
to May 4. Subsequentto that night none of 
these mer put in an appearance and upon in- 
vestigation it was found that the interior of 
the cottage was covered with blood. Follow- 
ing these discoveries O'Sullivan was locked 
up and it was about the same time that Dan 
Coughlin was placed under arrest: 

The efforts of some of the members of the 
Clan-na-Guel to discredit the murder did not 
tend to lessen the suspicion cast upon some 
of the organization metnbers. It had been 
asserted by Cilan-na-Gael men that Dr. Cro- 
nin was a British spy and that he had gone to 
England, and in the latter’s desk were papers 
whieh impiicated certain of the reputed * tri- 
angle *’ as having designs upon his life. May 
27 the inquest was begun, and it was June 11 
before a final verdict was reached. The Cor- 
oner’s jury returned a verdict which held Al- 
exander Sullivan, Daniel Coughlin, Frank 
Woodruff, Patrick O'Sullivan, John F. Beggs, 
Martin . Burke, John Kunze, and Patrick 
Cooney as resonsible for the murder. 

The,first trial of the case of the peopie 
against Daniel Coughlin and others resulted 
in a verdict against Daniel Coughlin, Martin 
Burke, and Patrick O’Sullivan for murder 
aud conspiracy, with thé penalty of life im- 
prisonment. John P, Kunze was given three 
years in the penitentiary for manslaugh- 
ter. John F. Beggs was acquitted. 

he trial, which aroused the most 
profound interest, was commenced Aug. 30, 
1880, before Judge 5S. P. McConnell. The 
prosecution was represented by State’s-Attor- 
ney Longenecker and Attorneys Wells, 
Hynes, and Ingham. For the defense ap- 
peared Attorneys Wing, Forrest, Donahoe, 
Foster, and Ames. The process of securing a 
jury was interrupted by a discovery that an 
attempt to bribe veniremen had been made. 
A special grand jury was called and Bailiffs 
Hanks and Solomon, and Thomas Kavan- 
augh, Fred W. Smith,’ Jeremiah O’ Donnell, 
Joseph Konen, and Joseph Graham, on whom 
suspision fell, were indicted. Oct. 22 a jury 
was secured, 

At 4:30 o’clock on the afternoon of Dec. 
13 the jury retired to censider the evidence, 
After deliberating three days the verdict was 
agreed upon and rendered. Ona motion of 
the defense for a new trial Kunze only was 

ranted anew trial. Coughlin, Burke, and 

‘Suliivan were taken to Joliet. In October, 
1892, an appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court and on Jan. 19, 1893, a new trial was 
granted to Coughiin, Burke and O'Sullivan 
having died in the penitentiary.

IS EXPOSED TO DEATH 


SMALLPOX PATIENT LIES. TWELVE 
HOURS IN AN AMBULANCE. 


The Vehicle in Transporting Noah Ander- 
son from the Drainage Canal to the 
Pest-House Is Stuck Fast in the Mud 
on Archer Avenue—Negligence of the 
Health Department Denounced by 
Brighton Park Police=Dr, Cuthberson 
Is Held for Kidnaping. 

Noah Anderson, colored, employed on the 
drainage canal, was stricken with smallpox 
Wednesday and ordered taken to the pest- 
house. The ambulance belonging to the 
Drainage District started with the patient 
late in the evening. At 2.o’clock in the morn- 
ing the vehicle stuck fast in the~mud on 
Archer avenue near the Belt Line tracks. 
Officer John D. Stryker of the Brighton Park 
Police Station notified the County 
Hospital, which in turn _ telephoned 
the Health Department. Ten hours 
later a buggy containing two men appeared 
on the scene-and took the stricken negro to 
the peat-house, arriving late in the afternoon. 
The patient was exposed to the inciemency 
of the weather for over a dozen hours, caus- 
ing a relapse and nearly resulting in death. 
Anderson now lies at the pest-house in a pre- 
carious condition, due solely to exposure. 

The residents of Brighton Park became ac- 
quainted early in the morning with the fact 
that a man suffering from smallpox was in their 
midst. The neighborhood.in which the wag- 
on stvod is thickly populated, and the news of 
the danger soon spread. Little indignation 
meetings were held, and excited groups of 
people gathered at a safe distance and round- 
ly denounced the Health Department for its 
almost criminal inactivity in allowing a pa- 
tient with a contagious disease to remain in 
their midst for so longa time. A number of 
the people living near the place where the 
ambulance stood moved out temporarily for 
fear of the contagion. 

Last night when Tue Trisune called up 
the pesthouse by telephone and made inquiry 
it was denied absolutely that any pa- 
tient had been received from the drainage 
district. No amount of questioning could 
elicit more definite information.. A few 
minutes tater another. persistent § at- 
tempt was made to get some defin- 
nite information from ,the  pesthouse. 
The attendant tinally admitted that a case 
had been received at 2 a. m. on the previous 
day. A third call found the®attendant in an 
angry mood, during which she admitted a 
few of the circumstances of the case, but de- 
clined to give more definite information. 

It was reported from the County Hospital 
to the health office yesterday that Ed Reed, 
Charles Johnson, and Thomas Pickett 
had béen brought to that‘ institu- 
tion from No. 169 =Plymouth place 
and that all were suffering from 
smallpox. They were intercepted in the ex- 
amining-room of the institution. They were 
taken to the pesthouse. Others reinoved yes- 
terday are Willie Randler, No. 20 South Jef- 
ferson strect: Svan and Albert Petersen, No. 
5815 Aberdeen street; S. Hansem. No. 155 
Humboldt boulevard; and John Miller, No. 
764 South Halsted street. 

At a conference yesterday between Health 
Commissioner Reynolds and Chief of Police 
Brennan the latter agreed to send policemen 
on a house to house canvass of the city for the 
purpose of locating ail points of smallpox 
contagion. It is expected the canvass will be 
started some time next week. 


CHARGED WITH KIDNAPING A BRIDE 


Cuthberson Is.Held to the 
Criminal Court. 

Dr. William Cuthberson of No. 189 Forty- 
first street was held to the Criminal Court 
yesterday charged with kidnaping Mrs. 
Oliver E. Dwight on her wedding day. The 
testimony tended to show that the night after 
Mr. Dwight and Miss Blocd were warried 
Dr. Cuthberson swore out a warrant charging 
Miss Blood with larceny. It specitied that 
she had taken some dress goods from her 
mother’s house, No. 291 Forty-second street. 
This it was shown was a dress pattern which 
Mrs. Blood had bought for her daughter. 
Upon this pretext, it is said, Dr. Cuthberson 
had hunted up the bride and bridegroom and 
under threats of arrest had taken Mrs, 
Dwight from her husband and detained her 
at the home of her parents.

All the Cases Against the Alleged Illegal 
Concerns Attached by the Illinois At- 
torney-General to Be Heard by One 
Cook County Circuit Court Judge = 
Order Formally Issued=Supreme Court 
Records=Local Calls for Today=Other

Judge Windes will hear at the next term of 

the Circuit Court the various suits brought by 
Attorney-General Moloney against alleged 
illegal concerns doing business in Illinois.

court is hereby directed at the next term of 
this court and at any subsequent term, when 
a special order therefor shall be entered, to 
make up a docket of such suits for trial of the 
same at such term; that Thomas G. Windes, 
one of the Judges of said court, is hereby as- 
signed to call the said.ducket for the hearing 
and disposition of causes.”’

POLLARD-BRECKINRIDGE CASE IS ON. 


Jury Selected to Try the Suit Against the 
Kentucky Congressman, 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 8,—[Special.}— 


preliminary proceedings for impanelinga jury 
in the Pollard-Beckinridge breach of promise 
case and twelve white men were selected to 
try the case against the Kentucky Congress- 
man.

CUT BY UNION PACIFIC. 


SOALPERS LOADED WITH OHEAP 
TRANSCONTINENTAL TIOKETS. 


It Helps the Santa Fe and May Force an 
Alliance with the Southern Pacifice 
Passenger Business Reported to Be De- 
moralized on the CoasteBright Outlook 
for the Atchison System in Kansas=Im- 
mense Yield of Wheat Expected=—Gen- 
eral News of the Kailways. 


Advices from San Francisco are to the ef- 
fect that passenger affairs on the Pacific coast 
are in a demoralized condition. Thecut rates 
made by the Southern Pacific and Santa Fé 
are cutstill lower by the scalpers, who are 
openly advertising rates below those made 
by the railroads themselves. Straight tickets 
reading over the Union Pacifie in connection 
with the Northwestern are being sold by the 
scalpers at $3 less’than the present cut rates 
to Chicago, and over the Union Pacific to 
Missouri River points the rate is $2 below the 
regular cut rates. 

Investigation before the local association, 
it is said, shows a sadly demoralized condi- 
tion of affairs on the part of the Union Pa- 
cific. The Southern Pacific people claim to 
have discovered that the Union ‘Pacific is 
cutting round trip tickets and stocking the 
market with the return portion of these tick- 
ets, thus enabling ’the scalpers to undersell 
the roads. The Union Pacific’s action is help- 
ing the Santa Fé greatly in its hight with the 
Southern Pacific, and the officials of the lat- 
ter are much annoyed over the position of 
the Union Pacific. They have procured a 
large number of cut rate tickets issued by the 
Union Pacific and they have asked the Union 
Pacific people to account for their action, 
and demanding that they redeem those tickets 
at the regular rate of $GO each. «© 

It is stated on good authority that a plan is 
now on foot whereby the Santa Fé and South. 
ern Pacific are to join issues and make an of- 
fensive and defensive treaty for tne protec- 
tion of trunscontinenta! and Pacific coast pas- 
senger business. The Union Pacific expects 
to join the combination, and is making the 
present fight in order to secure as good con- 
cessions as possible. There is not much 
chance, however, that the Union Pacifie’s ac- 
tion will have the desired effect, as the South- 
ern Pacific and Santa Fé, if they join hands, 
can easily crowd the Union Pacitic to the wall. 
If the latter remains obstreperous the South- 
ern Pacific and Santa Fé wiil join hands with 
the Rio Grande, and the latter will get the 
Central Pacific’s business between Ogden and 
San Francisco instead of the Union Pacific. 
Thus, in case of an agreement between the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fé, either the Rio 
Grande and its connections or the Union Pa- 
— and its connections will be left out in the 
cold, 

Cuts in passenger rates were announced by 
the Santa Fé yesterday as follows: From 
Chicago to Ei Paso from $31.30 to $28.35; 
from Chicago to Houston, Tex., from $31.95 
to $31.50. and from Chicago to San Antonio 
from $32.20 to $31.50. These rates go into 
effect today. This action was taken by the 
Santa Fé because the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas cut the rates from. its Northern 
terminals to Texas points. 

A dispatch from San Francisco says: 
‘There seems to be some possibility that the 
Southern Pacific may be unable to control 
its allies. In that event the Santa F6 will win 
its fight. The withdrawal of the Santa Fé 
from the Western Passenger Association and 
its threat to demoralize rates east of the 
Missouri River have brought a flood ot tele. 
grams from lowa lines asking that some 
agreement be reached. These roads, it is be- 
lieved, will exert strong pressure on. the 
Southern Pacitic to compromise with the 
Santa Fé. The roads involved are the Rock 
Island, Chicago and Northwestern, Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, and in fact ali lines 
leading west out of Chicago.,”’ 


GOOD PROSPECTS FOR THE SANTA FE, 


Receiver Wilson’s Efforts to Improve the 
Condition of the Road, 

Topeka, Kas,, March 8.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—J. C. Wilson, receiver of the 
Atchison, Topeka, and Santa Fé railroad, is 
nowin New York in consultation with the 
other receivers in regard to the management 
of the system. The outlook for a heavy 
wheat crop was never so promising in Kansas 
at this season of the year, and it is reasonably 
certain that the capacity of all Kansas roads. 
will be taxed to their utmost, beginning early 
in August, to move it to market. Realizing 
this fact Receiver Wilson will urge that ample 
preparations be made for handling the im- 
mense traffic that is anticipated. He is con- 
vinced that the recent heavy fall of snow fol- 
lowed by general rains throughout the State 
will insure an average crop per acre, and that 
the harvest from the 4,500,000 acres sown 
to wheat will not be less than 100,000,000 
bushels, or 30,000,000 busheis more than 
that of the banner wheat year of the State, 
192. The wheat acreage then was only 
4,130,000, and the conditions at this season 
were not as favorable as now. 

The first and most important improvement 
that Mr. Wilson has insisted upon is the con- 
struction of an extra track from Emporia to 
Florence, forty-seven miles. This will give 
the Santa Fé practically a double track 
through the wheat belt and as far west as 
Kinsley. From Kansas City to Holliday, 
thirteen miles, there is already a double 
track. At Holliday the line branches, one 
going south to Olathe and thence west to Em- 
poria through Ottawa. ‘The other continues 
west to Topeka from Holliday and thence 
south, meeting the first at Emporia. At 
Florence the line branches again, the north- 
ern branch passing through the Counties of 
Marion, McPherson, Rice, Barton, Pawnee, 
and into Edwards as far as Kinsley, where it 
merges into the main line. This peculiar 
construction of the road meakea the section 
between Florence and Emporia the busiest on 
the system, and it is physically impossible for 
the double service required of it to be handled 
with dispatch. In a single day recently 114 
trains passed over this short stretch of toad. 

About a year ago the old management de- 
cided to double-track the line between these 
two points and went so far as to have the nec- 
essary bridges constructed. Then came the 
financial stringency. Now Receiver Wilson 
has taken up the work where it was left off 
and ties that have been gathered up at various 
points on the system are being hauled to 
Emporia. As soon as necessary financial ar- 
rangements can be perfected rails will be 
bought and the work completed before the 
movement of the new crop begins. In addi- 
tion to this Mr. Wilson proposes soon to have 
all ot the machine shops on the system run to 
their full capacity in order that every car may 
be putin shape ready for use. During the 
period of enforced curtailment of expenses 
much of the rolling stock got out of repair 
and a great deal of wurk has accumulated 
that will require a large force of men to dis- 
pose of, 


To Stop Rate Demoralization. 

An agreement has been reached by the lines be- 
tween Chicago and New York not to pay more 
than $3 commission on a first-class ticket be- 
tween Chicago and New York after March 9. For 
the last two weeks as high as $8 was paid as com- 
mission on a first-class ticket. Several of the 
roads threatened to malvea $10 rate from Chi- 
cago to “New York, and hence the agreement not 
to pay more than $3. But this $3 commission 
will have to be wiped out or there will be more 
trouble. The Presidents and General Managers 
of the Central ‘Traffic Association lines meet at 
Commissioner Bianchard’s office today to con- 
sider whatsteps are necessary to bring about a 
better condition of affairs. The demoralization 
in freight rates will also receive consideration. 


New St. Louis Connectiona, 

Sr. Louris, Mo., March 8.—Two more direct rail- 
road connections between this city and Chicago 
will probably be running within thé next few 
weeks, The Alton Bluff line will soon have its ex- 
tension complete into St.Louis via the Merchants’ 
bridge, and May 1 will commence running 
through trains between St. Louis and Chicago 
via Springfield and the LDlinor Central. The 
Big Four has also completed traffic arrangements 
with the Chicago and Eastern Illinois road 
whereby the company’s tracks between Danville 
and Chicago will! be used for through trains from 
this point to the last named city. A large section 
of territory will thus be opened up the mer- 
chants of both St. Louis and Chicago. 


Receiver Will Issue Certificates. 
Akron, O., March 8.—[{Special.]}—Receiver W. 
A. Lynch of the Pittsburg, Akron, and Western 
railroad has been authorized by the courts and 
bondholders to issue receiver's certificates to pay 
off the indebtedness for construction work and 
to improve the road. This will cause the with- 
drawal of the suit now on here for the foreclos- 
ure of several big mortgages on the road.

Lake Street “L” May Build One at Lake 
and Wabash Avenue. 

The Lake Street “*L’’ road may builda 
down-town loop on Lake street as far east- 
ward as Wabash avenue. Officials of. the 
company admitted yesterday that a move- 
ment to this end was in progress. Property- 
owners on Lake street, they said, had inter- 
ested themselves in securing the necessary 
consents and there was a fair prospect that a 
majority might be obtained. The statement 
made in a morning paper yesterday that an 
ordinance for the extensiou would be intro- 
duced in the Council next Monday was denied 


by Lake Strect * L”’ officials. 

‘* Negotiations with Lake street property- 
owners @re under way,” said an officer of the 
company. ** They impose various conditions 
upon their consents to the extension. They 
want us to run trains down Lake street to Wa- 
-bash avenue instead of using the Market street 
loop for one thing. If thisis not done they 
insist that at least half of the trains shail 
travel over the Lake street line. The prop- 
erty-owners believe that Lake street can be 
made a retail street; hence the condition that 
we use that street almost exclusively. They 
also want us to stop at Wabash avenue. These 
conditions have not been agreed to. ‘The com- 

ny wants a down-town loop and has worked 
tard to secureit. Thatisan open secret, 
There will be no ordinance introduced Mon- 
day night.”’

The Tammany Convictions. 

New York Evening Post: We print today the 
full list of the convictions for electoral fraud re- 
cently obtained before Judge Barrett. It is in 
many respects the mostremarkable document 
which hasever appearedin a New York news- 
paper, because no such punishment for cheating 
atelections hasever been dealt out in this city 
before. There have been frauds on a considera- 
ble scale at every election for a quarter of a cent- 
ury, butnever before have thirty-nine of the 
cheats been indicted, convicted, and sentenced. 
The honor of this achievement is mainly, 
if not entirely, due to the sar Association. They 
appointed the committee to ferret out fhe frauds 
and the committee employed and paid the coun 
sel and collected the evidence which Mr. Well- 
man of the District-Attorney’s oftice was able to 
turn to such good account. Moreover, of the 
special committee of four who did the actual 
work three were Democrats. Of the thirty-nine 
cheats who were convicted, “Paddy” Diy- 
ver was as “district leader” responsible 
for eighteen and “ Barney’’ Martin for nine. 
Paddy and Barney are _ both police 
magistrates—‘‘ the Lord be betune us an’ harm,”’ 
a3 Paddy would say. Paddy was recommended 
for this office,by a President of the Board of Edu- 
cation and an eminent criminal Judge, under the 
style and title of “the Hon. Patrick Divver.’’ 
Paddy, who is more active than Barney, insti- 
gated the frauds, in fact, called for them, by of- 
fering prizes to his “heelers’’ for rolling up 
heavy majorities in his district, The first prize 
was to be “a $1,500 place which the winner 
could take himself or give to one of his friends.’’ 
The second was to be a gold watch and chain, 
and the third a silk banner. When the grand jury 
began to look into this matter everybody forgot 
about the prizes; in fact, nobody had ever heard 
of them, and Paddy started for California. 
There is, in fact, to be a great gathe of Tam- 
many riffraff there this month. Why they. go so 
far for their health it is difficult to make out, 
but their doing so has given rise to the report 
that they were running away from justice, which 
has naturally annoyed them a good-deal. The 
reason why they are in special need of recupera- 
tion this year probably is that it has been an 
abnormally prosperous year, and they have guz- 
zled far more whisky and champagne than usual.

Agitation. Against Rowing in 18735 
Boundless, the American Derby Winner 
of 1893, Breaks a Tendon and Is Retired, 


New Haven, Conn., March 8.—[Special. |— 
Walter Camp. the great exponent of football 
at Yale, has issued a circular letter to all [oot- 
ball players which is self-explanatory and 
reads as follows: | ; 

‘My Dear Sir: Inclosed is a brief state- 
ment of ithe work undertaken by an old Ox- 
onian at a time When charges against boating 
in England were even more serious than those 
against football now in our own country. 
With the codperation of those of us who are 
old players it seems possible at this time to 
perform a similar work for American college 
football as Mr. John W. Woogan in 1873 for 
Engiish university rowing. 

**.The captains of our old teams have gladly 
written quite fully in reply to questions, and 
if the individual players will, on behalf of the 
game, sacrifice enough time to write some- 
thing. of their experience in answer to the in- 
closed questions the results will be well worth 
laying before the college world. 

“The writer fully appreciates the fact that 
it is asking much of a man to request him to 
do this, but relying upon the fact that the old 
football men have always stood together in 
defense of their sport he hopes that you will 
favor us with an answer somé time during the 
coming week or ten days.

FIBER MILLS WCRKERS’ WAGES CUT, 


ene ee 


Second Reduction at Lockport Charged to 
the Tariff.Strike May Result. 

Lockxvort, N. Y., March 8.—|Special. }|— 
Considerable excitement was caused here to. 
day by a second reduction of 10 per cent in 
wages of the laborers and skilled mechanics 
at the United indurated fiber mills. This 
factory is the largest of the kind ir the United 
States and employs over 300 men, A cut of 
10 per cent was made last fall in the men’s 
wages, but they were assured by the manage- 
ment that the old wages would be resumed in 
the spring when Congress had settled the 
tariff question and business had revived. In- 
stead another reduction is made, and there is 
discontent among the employés that may lead 
to a strike. 

This company controls all patents on 
processes of fiberware manufacture, and was 
formed by the consolidation of cognate in- 
dustries of St. Louis, Portland, Me., and 
Lockport. Last November. the company 
completed a piant here costing nearly $1,- 
000,000, and having a monopoly it is today 
behind with its orders. 

President Jesse Peterson, who will wh- 
doubtedly be nominated for Mayor on” the 
Democratic ticket next week. said today: 
‘We found a second reduction in wages 
necessary because of the action of our com- 
petitors and depression of trade generally, 
It is true we have no competitors in fiber 
ware imanfacture, but those who « make 
wooden, tin, and other ware of the same ar- 
ticles we sell have been compelled by the pro- 
posed tariff to reduce their prices, and we had 
to follow suit, so that while the tariff would 
not affect us directly it puts down our prices 
in depressing the trade of the country. I no 
longer have any patience with the procrasti- 
nation in Congress, It is ruining*the chances 
of the Democratic party.for twenty years to 
come. If Congress’ settled the tariff 
question immediately one way or 
the other Iam confident business would re- 
vive. The uncertainty is killing manafactu- 
rers, and I am surprised that some concerns 
that do not havea large amount of business 
and capital have survived so long.”’

the Decision of the Judges in the Ora- 
torical Contest and Announces That 
Goshen Will Not Represent Northwest- 
ern at the Madison Contest—Scores the 
Newspaper Writers~Young Men Vote 
to Ignore the “ Prex.” 


> President Rogers explained to the students 


at chapel yesterday on what grounds pe had 
reversed the decision ‘of the judges who had 
awarded first place to Elmer I. Goshen in the 
oratorical contest at Evanston Friday night 
last. If-President ‘Rogers’ decision stands J. 
Mark Ericson will represent the university in 
the inter-collegiate contest at Madison, Wis, | 
The President's explanation was entirely un- 
satisfactory to the students, however, anda 
mass-meeting was immediately called. 

After a stormy and exciting session of near- 


was declared unwarrantable, his decision was 
‘thrown overboard,” and, the students voted 
to have the judges themselves settle the dis- 
pute by sending in another set of marks which 
should be made according to the constitution- 


al requirements. : ; 

In his speech to the students Dr. Rogers said 
that the cause of the whole trouble lies at the 
door of the students; they had informed 


the contest. . 
were in percentages alone, and they did not 
send in the relative rankings, as.the constitu- 
tion required. So he had made out the ranks 
himself. Dr. Rogers continued: 

I found that although ‘Mr. Goshen had won in 
fizuring up percentages, he had not according to 
the ranking system. Now, I happen to knowa 
little something about horse races. [Loud ap- 
plause from the studeats.| Suppose, in a close 
race, the two leaders go under the wire neck and 
neck |laughter| and the third horse is close be- 
hind. That third horse is not in third place, but 
in second, and if you put up your money on him 
‘ou get second money. Now, according to Mr. 
Mars’ percentages given to Messrs. Goshen, 
Burns, and Ericson, 85, 85, and 79 respectively. 
Mr. Ericson gets second in rank and not third. 
ln figuring up the ranks I find that Mr. Bricson is 
one point ahead of Mr. Goshen. and, therefore, I 
declare him winner. 

Dr. Rogers then took occasion to score the 
daily papers aiid the Evanston réporters, 
some of whom are students in the university. 
As he proceeded the doctor became earnest 
in his denunciations of the ** malicious arti- 
cles,”? as he called them, and his voice trem- 
bled. He warned the correspondents that 
should they continue their malicious and un- 
truthful articles on the university, the 
Woman’s Hall, and upon himself their con- 
nection with the institution would be suddenly 
severed. , 

When the President had finished and the 
faculty had left the room Fred Haven, Presi- 
dent of the Northwestern branch of the North- 
ern Oratorical League, took the chair and re- 
quested the students toremain. A dogen.men 
sprang to their feet to get recognition from 
the chuir. Some wanted to ignore the Presi- 
dent’s decree and confirm the judges’ decis- 
ion, others wanted to let the judges try again, 
and others wanted to adjourn. Order was 
finally restored, and then the information was 
given that Mr. Mars, whose marks had 
caused all the uncertainty, had in a letter to 
Dr. Rogers stated that in a system of marking 
by rank he would give Mr. Goshen first, Mr. 
Burns second, and Mr. Ericson third. Dr. 
Rogers had never mentioned this and as it 
would again throw first place to Mr. Goshen, 
to the minds of most of the students it was 
ample evidence that the judges’ decision 
should stand. 

Mr. Ericson said that Mr. Goshen had had 
sufficient honors in the university and should 
let others have achance. Mr. Latham said 
that as it was entirely a student affair, and as 
the contestant at Madison was required to 
have only the credentials from the officers of 
the Northwestern branch of the league who 
were students, that they ought to interpret 
the decision of the judges rather than have a 
race track construction on it. 

A resolution was finally passed that the 
facts be once more presented to the judges 
who will be asked to present a series of mark- 
ings by ranks and percentages and that this 
decision shall be final and that the students 
shall abide by them. 


CONVENTION OF KING'S DAUGHTERS. 


Work at Rockford, I1l., Devoted to Discuss- 
ing a Constitution. 

Rockrorp, Ill., March 8.—[Special. |—The 
King’s Daughters spent all the forenoon to- 
day trying to adopt a State constitution and 
then did not finish but left it to a committee. 
Although the State organization is four years 
old it h&s never yet known the boon of a con- 
stitution. It was voted that the State conven- 
tion be held biennially, and that the State 
Secretary be elected by ballot at that time. 
‘The general membership fee was fixed at 
10 cents and the State fee at five 
cents, both paid annually, one-third for the 
Central Council and two-thirds for the State 
and County Secretaries’ work. During the 
day Mrs. Louisa S. Rounds, State President 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, 
delivered a short address.

At the 
afternoon session Mrs. W.H. Waite of Peoria 
was elected State Secretary, and as Mrs.

August, Mrs. H. B. Goodwin of Chicago was 
selected to act in her place until she returned.
